SrANLEV A POLlTiOAL FAILURE, 

Qrcat B.i:ltBin is givsri over wholly to tho 
excitement of politics, and nothing else ia 
talked over or written. Iu spite of tho 
great interest manifested in the campaign, 
the disousaions to which it gives rise are 
more than usually dull The only relief 
from this.'.tameuess iB.|tbe ^canvaM that is 
Iieing meide by 8tanleyi-ib^^ rather Stanley's 
feniaio relativRS on behalf of his candidacy 
for the Unionist ticket In North Lambeth. 
Stanley is far from being a poli- 
tician, or an ifTective stump speaUcr, 
and he makes a miserable failure as a can- 
didate, espeoiilly \i hen addressing Radical 
worUmcn. He is too r|uiok-tempered and 
iniporious to take guying, and soon gets 
"rattled," luina fier;.; red in the face and 
iiialieb Viuniy rotor. <f, -oii.elioioH ending 
with an aljrupt withdrawal from I he plat- 
form. Yesterday at the Doulton Pottery 
works, buainesi was suspended in order to 
allow the workmen to listen to his address. 
His appearance was the signal for loud 
clieera for (iladstone, tho leader of tho 
Opposition party. Mrs. Stanley kept 
by his aide, pulling his coat 
and prompting him throughout, as if lie 
were a school boy. The workmen bothered 
him with all sorts of (pieations, asking liiin 
why lie posed .some time ago as an American, 
yet was now a lal.'id Britisher, and linally 
putting the iminiry what he was any 
way, American? iCnglihh Welsh or 
African, The last quest ion evidently i iled 
.St.inlt V a good deal, but his wife came to 
tho rescue with a very senciblo reply to the 
eflect that he bad proved his Eai^libh citi/.'. n- 
ship and his interest in the country 
by voting two years ago in Loudon. 
Mrs. Stanley lost her head later, however, 
and repeated a remark that was much 
rioicuit'd whtn she iirsc made it from tiie 
platform, "that Lambeth would disgrace 
itself if it did not elect aa its representative 
iu Parliameut',\the Greatest man in Kng 
land." This evening another meeting was 
held in a hull, when there was almost a 
riot, no kind of order being preserved. 
Reference by Stonley to Africa elicited 
shouts of "Where's Etnin Pasha?" and 

"oat, STANl.KV, OS ! ' 

Stanley again lost his ttiii[)iT and roared 
out : "You remind me of the savages I nu t 
in Africa." This only made made matters 
worse, and .Stanley soon retired, Tho Pall 
Mull Gazette has a cartoon picturing Stan- 
ley relieving the starvation eamp of the Un- 
ionists. It represents Chamberlain sitting 
on an empty b ix. surrounded by graves 
marked " I'lL'gott, Ilurlliurt," near 
a tent labelled "Ulster hospital" 
Everything has a hopcltaa look. 
Su<ldeoly Stanley appeani in the distance 
waving a flat; with ilie word " Unioniain " 
and bearing a buudlo uuder his arm einlura- 
id •" Electors? Address." The cartoon ia 
full of clever Hits and is ninch laughod at. 
I'\'erj body ajtrees that the Uuionisis have 
juailu a mistake in their candidate and that 
-Stanley bus made a mistake in consenting to 
stand. The ri sult will probably bo a loss of 
a seat to the Unionist -i and the loss of con- 
siderable prestige to Stanley. 

(a.i'.l)STONE WOUNDI'.l) IIV A WO^IAN. 

While Mr. Gladstone was driving to-day 
to address a meeting at Clieater, a woman 
threw a pelible, winch struck liini on the 
nose, bruising that meiiibrr and causoig it, 
to l.lei'd slii-hily. .Mr. (;Lut.itone uiill'ered 
aonie ]Miin from the injury and iwo doctois 
were auminoiied, who batlu^d his nos'' 
and relieved him sullieicntly to enable 
him to proceed with his nddrcKJ. 
Tho news of the incident li.d 
spread iind Jlr. (llndstono was 
received with a tremendous ova- 
tion cheer following elii or for "the 
grand old man." .At lir.st wlien Mr. 
Gladstone arose, he was jiale and un- 
nerved. Tlic bniiso on Ids nose w.is visible 
and his left eye seemed to bo nfl'.-cled and 
inilanied. (Iradually he wanned to bis 
work and forgot hi.i injury in his devotion 
to the suliject of his (liseourse. He made 
no reterenco whatever to the incident. At 
tho close of tho meeting Mr. G adstone 
drove homo. Roth tho motive and identity- 
of Mr. Gladstone's assailant appear 
to bo wrapped in mystery. All 
that seems to bo known is that the 
nsaailant was a woman, and that she aimed 
deliberately and accurately to Btrike. Mr. 
Gladstone.iD the fuco with a jsftiall,, stone. 
After the meeting Mr. Qladitdne's left eye 



was in such a condition that it bail to be 
bandaged. It ia feared that even if - noth- 
ing more acrioua comea of the accident the 
eye will bo useless for a week or more, and 
he will be prevented, to a considerable ex- 
tent, from taking part in the political cam- 
paign. Mr. Gladatone is overwhelmed this 
evening with messages of . inquiry and 
sympathy. ' 

(ILADSTONK AT CHESTER. 

Mr. Gladstone's audience at Cheater num- 
bered fully ,'),000 people. Tho enthusiasm 
with whicii ho was greeted was reinirkabla. 
The heartiness of iho demonstration was 
dohlitless partly duo to the general grati- 
tude felt at Ills eseiipo from what at first 
was supposed to have been an assault, in- 
toiided to do him serious harm. It appears 
from later inquiries that the missile which 
came ao near to destroying the sight of the 
aged statesman wus a piece of very hard 
gingerbread. It was luirh d with conbider. 
able force and had it struck him fairly in 
tho eye must have burst a pupil. As it 
was, it ))ab3i d across the left eye, grazing 
the inner side of tho pupil, and then struck 
tho bridge of tho nose, inflicting a 
blight wound. It is believed that tho 
person who threw tho missile wa.s 
actuated more by mischievousness 
than by molioe, else a diffi rent weapon 
would liave been employed. In his speech, 
Mr. Gladstone repeated his former donuuci- 
ations of Lord Salisbary's incebdiary utter- 
ances on the sabjeot of a revolt in Ulster. 
He declared thtttit_WM a raelanofaoly sight 
to witness the head of ' a~Gbvernment 
asking as a firebrand to kindle disorder.

The police claim they have information 
that Neil, the prisoner accused of cauaiiiK 
tlui death of M iiilda Clover by poison, is 
identical with Allan, who kilU'd a woman 
in Chicago ten or twelve years ago.

It is aUo stated that tho prisoner, 
whose real name is not revealed, belongs to 
a highly respectable lainily in Canada, and 
that he is liij^hly educated, being a graduate 
of a leading Canadian college. Hia family 
is said to be well-to-do, and Neil, or Cream, 
or whatever bis name may be, is possessed 
of sufficient means to mike it certain that 
bo did not resort to crime from pecuniary 
motives. 

BOYAL ooi.d%;n- weduino. 
Preparations are making in Weimar for 
the gcdden wedding of the (jrand Uuko and 
Duchesa of Sixe-Weiumr on October 8th. 
The palace is being almost completely re- 
furnished and houses in various quarters of 
ihe city are being fitted -for the great num- 
ber of royal guests, eyptictcd from all parts 
of tbo woi;d. The Kniperor Willi im, with 
full suite, the Einprtss, tho King and 
Queen of Sixony, the Kmg of Kouinania, 
tlie Regent of liavaria, and tho two Aus- 
trian Archdukes have signified their inten- 
tion to be picsent. About one hu,ndred 
other persona of royal blond are expected 
and scores of diplom.its and petty princes. 
The Czar of Ruasiii will bo represented by 
the Grand Uuko Vladimir. 

SIIOOTI.VU i'KSTlVAL. 

Despatches from Rrumi say that about 
100 strangers are in tlie city, to attend the 
h .sLival of the Austrian shooting societies.

The festival 
will bo ()[)eiied tomorrow by the Knipi^ror 
I'Vaucis .losepli, who will review a great 
historical parade of the societies, and iii iko 
tho speech declaring the festival begun and 
tho contests opfeii to all members of socie- 
ties In good standing. Several thousand 
marksmen are expected from Switzerland 
and Geiinuny,

The .Star (Lil'cral Home Rule organ) says:

The St. J lined Gazette (Conservative) 
says: "Neither the United Kingdom nor the 
United States has advanced or' receded 
much since the last elections.

ITALIAN liCU.NO.IIIE.S. 

During tho ministry of the Marquis do 
Rudini a measure of economy was a lopted 
by which the diplomatic representativt ii 
and consuls of Italy were no longer allow( d 
traveling expenses. The journey under- 
taken by I! iron Fava, for instance, after he 
left Washiiigt<«»l City cost him ll),(JOO 
francs. It is now announced by the jire- 
eeut government that the system allowing 
travelling expenses will bo renewed. What 
is still more gratifying to the diplomats in- 
terested is the fact that they will bo re- 
in. huraed for tho sums they have paid out 
hecause of the ruling decree. 

Tin; STOLEN I'l.A.ss of liin'ENCH. 

A dispatch Hays that the American lega- 
tion is uiifiiriunately involved in the 
treachery of Grenier, the Archive clerk, 
who coiifeaaed to having betr.iyed the plans 
of the French defenses to (Germany and 
Italy. It appears that Grenier stated in 
his confession that Capt. Henry D. lioriipt, 
of tho Onlnancrt Department ot tho United 
States army and connected with the Aineri- 
c.in legation as an attache, paid him for the 
pinna of tho defences and afterwards 
communicated thu plana to (Vrmany and 
Italy. The American Minister, Hon. T. 
JefTerBOD CobIidge,'i8 greatly disturbed by 
the scandal, "atid ha^ wri ten a formal letter 
to Captain Horupt detailing the charge ond 
te({ue:aiiig an immediate.', explanation. 
Captain Uorupt h B denied that he commu- 
nicated the plans to Germany or Italy, but 
is silent bs to whether ho forwarded them 
to the United States. Captain Borupt is 



probably protected by hia position from 
legal action by thn French authorities, but 
ho will doubtlesa have to loavo France. The 
case has excited a great sensation in Paris, 
and the American legation is thoughtlessly 
denounced by many. 

A WOULD-HE ROYAL SDITOR. 

The Duko of Aosta, nephew of the King 
of Italy and son of tho late I'rinco Amadeus, 
ex-King of Spain, concluded his visit to 
Windsor Castle by depositing a wreath on 
the tomb of tho Duko of Clarence. Tho 
young Duko, who is about 23 years of age, 
made an excellent impresaion. It is said 
the main view of hia visit ia to get a ^vifo 
who will bo rich as well as royal. lie is 
said to be favorably inclined to tho I'rin- 
eeas .M.uid of Wales, who is a few months 
his juiii<ir. The Priuceas .Maud however sharoa 
the f^eneral aversion of i'joglish and German 
royalty to inter-niarriuge with Ituliuua, 
and the fact that the family is in mourning 
for the Duke of Clarence, give her a good 
excuse for not giving young Aosta any en- 
couriigcment. The Italian Prince, it is 
whispered, has a passion for onions us a 
diet, even to a degree greater than most of 
his countrymen, a circumstanou which it 
would also, it ia suygeated, be likely to 
limit hia matrimonial <ip[)ortunities in Great 
Hritain. The Duke, however, ia-liotli in- 
telligent and observant. Ho proposes to 
visit Manchester and oxamino the eliip 
canal and other achievements of ]3ritiub 
skill und genius, with the view of impart- 
ing to Italy the benefit of his ob.sorvation. 

EDITORS AM) COHIiESI'l)ND!;NT.S. 
The Courts of Rotterd-un 'have given und 
reuflirmed a decision which is causing a 
panic among Dutch editors. The suit _ was 
broujibt by a member of the Dutch IJicyc- 
liata' Union, wdio wrote a two column letter 
to a Rotterdam newspaper concorninc the 
rights and w rongs of a diaputo among Dutch 
wheelmen. The editor read half a column 
of the letter and then dropped all into the 
waste basket. When the bicyclist called 
for his niannseript .he learned its fate 
from the editor, who '.explained that tho 
newspaper's custom was tfl| riBtum no aijtioles 
and that letters from reederBvirere hot" pre- 
.«erv( il Tho bicylist at once broiightauib 
for JoO, and got a judgment for this amount. 
The editor appealed, but the higher court 
decided against him, although, in'- consider- 
ation of about S200 costs, which 'the editor 
must pay, it reduced the damages to' 82. 
Tho proposal ia made by severri 'Rotterdam 
editors that newspaper proprietorsi in:,8Blf- 
defence, organize a boycott against writers 
not specially accredited, refuse to examine 
their contributions and, in cases of known 
ofTenders, not to accept t heir letters or ar- 
ticles from the post ollioo.

THE CANADA Y^STBRN. 

. \ We understand that a preliminary ar- 
rangement betvreen tbe Canada Western 
IBailvvay Co. and tho Provinciul Govern- 
ment was arrived at yesterday. Thia means 
that tlie Ciiicago syndicate of capitaliata 
whom Col. A. J. Kane repreaentB, and witli 
whom Mr. B, P. Bithet has been carrying 
-on negotiations, will immediately visit Vic- 
.toria, make an examination into the soheme 
in all its details, and if satisfactory, 
»a there is every reason to believe it 
will prove to be, finally uoroplete the contract 
vrith tho Government to build the Island 
and Mainland sections of the line. Of 
course, there is still an " if " in the way of 
beginning construction ; bat, from what wo 
know of tho Tarioua details of the .scheme 
and the men concerned, wo have sufficient 
confidence in its l.'aing entered into by the 
Cunada Western Co. and carried to a ooni- 
plotion, and can, therefore, congratulate 
the proviace upon tbe present prelim- 
inary artangement. It is not now neces- 
sary to refer to tho various causes 
w'^-.ich hove delayed the ratification of the 
igicement. Tho Government have been 
anxious to protect the public interest, and 
refused to hastily enter into a contract 
which was not up to the letter of the ,bili 
pas?jd last seasion. The Chicago syndi- 
cate, on the other hand, wore desirous of 
•visiting Victoria for the purpose of looking 
into the schenio in all its bearings, before 
entering into so great an undertaking. 
Both parties were, therefore, actuated by 
'business motives, and the arrangement en- 
tered into with the Government yesterday 
was the best that could be made. As we have 
boforo remarked tho project is one which 
will bring great advantages to Victoria, 
and everyone concerned should have butoun 
object in view — that of furthering its ad- 
. vancement .so that the stupendous under- 
taking will be placed on the high road to a 
..Buccessful completion. 



in submitting the plans and specifications 
to tbe Government, these will also defeat 
tho project. 

Wu are informed that tho promoters of 
the road desire either to build tho lino 
tliemaelvc's or lot it in small Bcciious to local 
contractors who have tho niiitcrid and men 
ready to do tho work. Thia would mean 
that all money paid. -out for conatruotion 
would retnain in ciroulalion lie're. 

Wo think that the civic board aro quite 
right in protecting the city's interests, but 
it will bo conceded by any intelligent busi- 
ness man that if restrictive clauses, sucl, us 
those referred to, are inserted In the agree- 
ment no company with common sense - will 
undertake to build the line. It is hoped 
that a reasonable agreement will be drawn 
up, — ono that will permit the guarantee to 
aid the construction of tlio desired railway, 
not smother it. 



^iV EMPHATIG WARNING. 

It tho Opposition aro wise they will, be- 
fore another session of the Dominion Legis- 
lature, set about erecting a new platform. 

The ono they went to tho country on in 
March, 1891, has become coinplulely use- 
less. Never before was a party told so 
plainly and 80 empbatioally that tho coun- 
try did not approve of its policy. At tho 
last general election the Liberals made a 
good fight. Tileir success must have 
filipered tlicin gre.'\tly. They did not win 
the fight, but they came near enough to win- 
ning to warrant themin coiicludiug thatthcy 
were on tin; road to success, and that, be- 
fore very long, they might expect to have a 
majority of the people on their side. But 
the elections were hardly over when it 
was seen that tho Liberals had taken 
the country by surprise and had 
obtained votes und gained seats 
on false prettnscs. When the people came 
to SCO what tho policy of the Liberal p.a ty 
really was, and what it involved, a tre- 
mendous reaction set in, which is still 
going on. 

Very many of tho elcctioua were con- 
tested in tho courts, and a large number of 
a eats were made vacant. When the bye- 
clectiona commenced, it was found that the 
Liberals had sunk wonderfully in the public 
estimation. They lost seots right and left, 
and miido but one solitary gain. There 
have been forty seven byo-clectinns during the 
last six months. Of these, the Government 
have carried thirty-seven and the Liberals 
ten. Tho Liberals lost no fewer than eigh- 
teen seats, making thirty-six on a division. 
Two seats to which Liberals were elected 
in Afaroh, 1891, are now vacant — Chicoutimi 
in Quebec, and Marquetto in Manitoba. If 
such a succession of reverses haa not' taught 
the Liberals that their policy ia unaccept- 
able to the country, they must be indeed 
unteacliuble.

THE SAANICII RAILWAY. 

It is stated that an effort is being made, 
• on the part of some engaged in tho framing 
-of tho ugrecnient between the city and tho 
promoters of tho Victoria and Sidney Hail- 
way, to insert provisions which will simply 
kill the scheme. The railway is one which 
•will open up a very rich agricultural dis- 
trict, and by furnishing the farmers with 
cheap tranaportation will cause the land 
now uon-prodiictivu to be cultivated, and 
thereby add to the v.-eulth of the district 
and to Victoria. Any one who will con- 
sider the question for a moment, can see 
that a railway into Saanioh will be a lurge 
factor in building up Victoria's trade. We 
believe that this point is generally conceded. 

Ono of the clauses sought to he inserted 
in the by-law provides that a day's work 
siiall consist of eight hours, and that the 
workmen's wages shall bo paid every Satur- 
day night. Another clause is that tenders 
for biiilding tbe line must be advertised for 
thirty days. Tho promoters aaaent to tho in- 
aortion of the anti-Chineso clause, and to 
the striking out of tho ono remitting taxa- 
tion within tho city for a certain term of 
years; but they rightly object to the 
; placing in of such meddlesome stipulations 
aa to the hours of work and the 
manner in which wages shall bo piid. If 
these are to be a part of tho agreement 
between them and tho city, they claim 
that it ia a foregone conclusion that the 
workmen will havo no railway work to do. 
Any rousonablo protection to the city in 
return for the gmirnntoe is willingly con- 
ceded, but thoy claim that the present effort 
to take all control of the achoiue out of their 
' hands by tho insertion of such unueccsanry 
provisions will defeat it., Tbn GovrriinK^iit, 
gu iranteo is given on tho understanding that 
actual work begins on tho lat October next; 
but if tho present delays aro persisted in bo- 
foro tho by law is submitted to a popular 
vote, then thirty days arc' occupied in 
Advertising for tenders, ond another month 



The Government has appointed Mr. 
Burns, late principal of tho Victoria llii^h 
school, second inspector of schools. The 
principal questions which the public will 
ask in connection with -this appointment 
are : Is Mr. Bums qualified for the position.? 
and. Are his character' and antecedents such 
as would warrant the Government in con- 
cluding tluit he will perform tlie duties of 
the office in such a way as to advance tho 
causo of education in the Province ? The 
answer to these questions will, we are con- 
vinced, be such as to satisfy the tnost 
exacting. Mr. Burns is a man who has 
won for himself a high reputation as a 
teacher in Ontario, and ho has been known 
wherever ho lias lived as a useful and a 
most exemplary member of society. It 
must he admitted, then, that from on 
educational and a moral point of view, no 
exception can bs taken to tho sppnintment. 
The Government has aecured tho services of 
an experienced educationist and a good man. 

We aro sure that when the public are 
convinced of this, they will be quite satis- 
fied. But not so tho organ of tho Opposi- 
tion. It has an editorial of over a column 
long on tbe appointment, one of the first 
sentences of which contains tho following 
clause : "As to Mr. Burns' qualifications 
for his new office, we have no means of 
judging. ' 

iLiving nothing to say on tho only matter 
that interests the public with respect to 
the appointment, it' might bo expected to 
bring its remarks to a ppecily conclusion, 
and wait until it Icnew ;<ouietliini,' iiljdut 
the (jualifications of tlie new IiiHinetor 1 
fore it procecdid to conunent upon tho 
propriety of making tho appointment. But 
this would b6 too straightforward and too 
sensible a course for our contemporary to 
pursue. It could not get over its old habit 
of pitching into the Education Department, 
right or wrong, und so it went on in a 
rambling way, expatiating up.>u matters 
that had really nothing to do with tho ap- 
pointment of a second inspector. 

The Superintendentof Education of course 
camo in for a share of our contemporary's 
abuse and misrepresentations. It delights 
in painting Mr. Popo as u monster of ill- 
naluro and vindictivenesa. Nothing could 
be moro unjust than this. Tho Superinten- 
dent is moat kind and considerate in his 
intercourse with the teapbers and he haa 



consequently won their regard and their 
respect. Our observation has led us to 
conclude that there are very few men in 

office who are moro generally liked than 
Dr. Popo, and from all that we can learn 
he well d( sjrvoa tho eatoom in which ho is 
held. We cannot see lyhatjobject our cen- 
to mpoiary can liave in traducing so esti- 
mable a man and so conscientious a public 
servant as the kindly Superintendent 
of Education. It has not succeeded, and it 
cannot succeed, in convincing tho people 
that Mr. Pope ia tho very opposite of what 
every one who comes in contact with him 
knows him to be. The flagrant injustice 
with which ho is treated by the Tiiiiea is 
better calculated to make friends und to 
create sympathy for him than to lower him 
in any one's esteem. 

As to tho organ's general remarks against 
tho Department of Education, thoy are re- 
ally not worth noticing. They are an old, 
old story, and seem to be repeated more 
from tho forco of habit than with the expec- 
tation that they will havo any effect on tho 
public mind. 



TUB PRESIDENTIAL CONTEST. 

■ The campaign in the States ia going on 
briskly. The partiea are closing up their 
ranks and appear to bo in good fighting 
trim. Those who believed that Tammany 
would not support Mr. Cleveland heartily 
will bo disappointed. Tho Tammony braves 
dec lare that they will be loyal to tho nom- 
inee of the party und will fight for him as 
energetically and OS persistently as if he liad 
been all along tho man of their choice. 
Whether the Bepublican bosses will be as 
true to Mr. Harrison does not yet appear, 
b ut the probability is that they will. Greit 
is the cohesive force of public plunder in 
t he United Statea and we ace that it ia on 
thia force that tho parties in a great meas- 
ure depend to keep up tho contest until 
next November. The Democrats say that 
Mr. Harrison owes his nomination to "tho 
bread and butter brigade," who shouted 
and voted for him at tho Minncap- 
o lis convention. There were it ia 
allegtd no fewer that one hundred and 
thirty ofiico holders among tho delegates 
who attended the Minneapolis Convention. 
By far the greater number of these, it is 
Inserted, were from Statea which will vote 
for Cleveland. The men who voted for 
Blaiuo were almost to a man from States 
that will support the Kepublioan nominee. 

Tho Republicana say on the other hand 
that leading men who supported Cleveland 
at Chicago, were ex-oflioe holdors, and that 
the hope of obtaining o£5ce if the Demo- 
crats should gain the day, is what stimu- 
lates the active politicans on the ex-Presi- 
dent's side. One party is working to keep 
office and tho oilier party to get office. Tho 
present campaign is, according to this, the 
old battle of tho outs against the ins. This 
may be so to a very great extent, but there 
are no doubt a very largo number who are 
m aking sncrificcs of time and money 
for both candidates who have no other ob- 
ject than the good of the country they love. 



" COMMON SENSE." 

There are some people who place a great 
deal of dependence on what they are ])leased 
to call " conmion sense." Did such people 
ever stop to enquire whether what seems to 
them to be common sense ia not very great 
nonsense. If they did they would find that 
v(ha,t appears to the uninstructed and un- 
trained to be common sense is the worst 
possible guide and not to be depended upon 
for a moment. For, instance, common sense 
tells men that tho aun rises and sots, and 
that he performs his daily journey round 
the earth. So completely do these 
theories agree with common sense 
that for thousands of years men believed 
them to be so conspicuously true that 
no one but a lunatic and a blasphemer would 
attempt to throw a doubt upon their sound- 
ness. But now we know that during all 
those centuries common sense was alto- 
gether in error about a matter that was 
constantly under its observation. In the 
same way common sense told mankind that 
the earth was Hat, and that it was perfectly 
atationai y. It appeared flat to the ordinary 
eye, and no one ever felt it moving. How 
absurd, then, waa it for the cranks to as- 
sert that it is round, and that it is con- 
stantly in motion. Then, added to the ob- 
servations of common sense going on from 
the first day of man's appearance 
upon tho earth, there were theo- 
logical reasons of the strongest noturo 
to convince men that the earth stands still 
and is firmly fixed on its foundations. 
But in spite of common sense and what 
good men once believed to be sound 
theology, tho belief in the fio.tnea.'i and tho 
immobility of tho earth has disappeared 
among civilized men, and is only, in thoao 
days, held by untutored savages. 

There are men who believe that every 
one else's business except their own is oar- 
ried on according to common sense. They 
laugh, however, when a greenhorn attempts 
to apply their own principle to the buainess 
in which they aro engaged. No ono tries 
to navigate a ship or oven to paddle a canoo 
according' to common sense. A man wants 
a great deal more than common sense to

No ono that ever doca anything worth 
doing dependa upon common senae, unaided 
and unenlightened.

Collector Milne Explains the Circum- 
stances ill Coimeetipn WitL Those 
Forged Certificates. 



Their Object Was to Defeat Chinese 
Inunigrration Liiiiit Begf- 
Illations. 



The traffic in forf^ed return certiGcates 
vbicb are frequently aold to British Colum- 
bia bound Chinese on the other side of the 
Jacific, wae referred to ut considerable 
length in the Colonist yeatorday, and it 
waa said that prosecutions were not likely 
to be initiated oven if t^ey ooald be made to 
was Ihoneht to be doubtfulj as 
the forp;eriea are all committed and the 
Chinese supplied with the bogus documents 
in the Flowery Kingdom. 

No one doubts for a momont that Collec- 
tor Milne will do all in liia powor to bring 
), those who violated I lie 111 w to the l)nr of 
■ justice — und thia is juat what ho will do. 

The collector waa kind enough to go into 
tho caPO at length for the benelil of u 
Colonist rcporior yeateniny, and hia 
statement of the facta throws consider- 
able light upon the n.atter. When the furgor- 
iea first conmicnceil, aunietinio in February 
of this year, a legal opinion waa taken aa 
to tho liability ot the Cliineae holiiing the 
forged docunienta, and it wua thit, being 
ignm-HTit and iniioi-.ent of crime in the nut- 
ter, the Celestials could not be siiccoasluUy 
proceeded against. 

The return certilicatcs arc purchased 
chiefly in Hong kong from Cliineso, and ac 
cording to the declarationn of tho Chinese 
to the customs otlioers they invested — 
Icnowing that the papers were not genuine 
and that they would have to pay tho per 
capita tax on arrival— for the purpose of 
securing passage, ua by this means addi- 
tional passengers could be carried by the 
steamers — over and above the number of 
. immigrants allowed by law. A returning 
Chinaman does not count as tin immigrant, 
and hence the steairship oompaiiica pioi- 
ited. The reason given liy tho Chineso for 
buying is also logical— tliey preferred pay- 
ing a little extra mbney and guttiae on 
board the steamer to remaining idle in 
... China and wailing for another boat, with 

only a chance, too, of getting on her. 
, ^ The Cnstoms authorities are in possession 
. ' of 'the,naine of the Hongkong tinn printing 
the bogus certificates, and it is evident that 
they . nave talcen no preoautions to make 
their work pass critical inspection. In 
many cases the watermark date on the 
paper is far mora recent than tho printed 
date upon the face. Then, too, tho sig- 
natures of Collector Milne, or ex-Collector 
Hamley, nre clumsily imitated, tho seal 
does not resemble any in use here, and tho 
numberii'g has been done at haphazard. 
So tl.u loigeriea can hardly be called ."ex- 
pert work. " 

Of the .S.'! return certificates brought by 
the Phra Nang, 29 were held by Chinamen 
who had no right to them, but 
only 9 were forgeries. Tho other 
20 were regularly issued, but disposed 
of by tho holders on returning to China to 
other people who not tallying with tho 
description, were stopped on their arrival, 
and made to pay the "income" tax. These 
return certificates, regularly issued, are the 
ones moat employed to defeat the steam- 
ship regulations as to Chinese passengers, 
and if the supply waa iniBoient no recourse 
would bo made to forgery by the interested 
parties in Cnina. 

The collector and hia staff give particular 
and close attention to the China business — 
a distasteful department generally —and the 
system of quadruple checking adopted 
makes "crooked work" by onyone in the 
service impossible — though such a thing 
has never been suggested, and probably 
never thought of. 

' Tbe.. manipulation of return. ..certificates 
Sind the for^ry, when it has been doae, are 
aU on the Chinese side of the water and 
the Canadian officers have alway>) been 
sharp enough to delect any attempt at 
tritikery and enforce the provisions of 
' the law.

An Smployment for Toung Women That 
Is Fleusnnt anil nomuneratlvi 

Nover was thoro a timo whon tho hatg 
and bonnets of tlio fair se.x were mora 
beautiful or artistic than at the iiresent 
d.ay. Have you ever .stopped to think 
that tho fair creatures are following the 
Bible teachings in so adurulug them- 
eelves? In olden times the bonnet -was 
conferred aa a mark of honor, aa in 
Exodus it s.iys, "And for Aaron's sons 
tliou shall make coats, and bonnets shall 
bo made for them, for glory and 
beauty." yAgainr': it Bpeaka of, ','Qoodly 
bonnets of fine linen," "and yet again, 
"xVnd put bonnets on them as tho Lord 
comnuuidod." It speiiks of the cliildren 
of Egypt braiding straw. So there wa-s 
evidently a straw bat later. After the 
linen bonnets of Bible fame were the 
English bonnets, made of cloth or silk, 
according to tho wearer's means. . These 
were superseded by the hat in the Si.T- 
teenth century. In Scotland bonnets 
were made of thick milled wool without 
seam or lining, and so exceeding dur- 
able that with reasonable care a single 
bonnet would last a lifetime. 

In early tiincH tlio straw was braided 
in China and Italy, and in Italy today 
tho womeu braid tliu lino straw, ten 
yards being a dtiy's work, for which 
they received five cents. 

When the work first began in this 
country, it was inostly don© by farmers' 
wives in Blassacliusetts in their own 
lioiiics. Tho rye straw was used for tlip 
braid and tho hats were sewed by hand. 
Ill those days our ancestors wore a bo7i- 
not a couple of years. But aa time ad- 
vanced it was thought necessary to have 
at least one a year, and finally one a 
season; factories were formed, and 
finally machinery waa used, until today 
it ha.i beconio a fine art, and is one of 
our most profitablo industries. 

Aa tho demands of a fashionable 
wardrobo ro(iuiro as many hats in a sea- 
son as our grandmothers possessed in a 
lifetinio, tho condition of those who 
niako thom has also improved. In a 
bright, sunny room on Hudson street. 
New York, was recently found about 
100 girls or young women busily engaged 
in making straw hats; sobright and sun- 
shiny was llio room, so merry waa tho 
laughter and huppy tho faces tliat 
greeted you on all sides, one could 
Bcarcely realize it to bo a largo factory 
where peasons were toiling for daily 
bread. The wiiter"Atas surprised at the 
refinement and intblligeiico of the work- 
ers, for during a lull of tho buzz of mn- 
cliinery was heard tho di.scussion of all 
the most interesting topics of tho day— 
music, literature, fashion and even ])ol- 
itics, and some of the workers seemed 
as dainty as tho creations upon which 
they were engaged. 

"Yes," s.iid my guide, "wo have the 
most intelligent and indoixjndent class 
of women in onr employ. One out of 
twenty makes a successful straw sewer, 
btit when they do they receive good 
pay. They make from sixteen to twen- 
ty-seven and even thirty-three dollars 
per week while the. season lasts, which 
is from January to June. Many of them 
come from Moasaclitisetts, and go back 
and become students during" the rest of 
tho year. We liave artists, musicians 
and even literary women among them, 
They have pleasant homos and dress 
well. Hero in tlio workroom they wear 
plain dresses, but when they step into 
the street none would dream they were 
toilers for daily bread, as wo have a 
dressing room where they make thcLr 
street toilets before leaving. 

"Tho process is quite interesting," 
said be, holding in his hand a bunch ot 
braided straw. "This is first given to a 
rosier, who ^vinds it on a spool the same 
as cotton. It is then passed to the op- 
erator, or straw sewer, who fashions it 
into a hat, according to a block, which 
is placed before her. It is then sent to 
a steam or drying room, after which it 
is placed on a block or mold. It is then 
put into .a machiiio with a hydraulic 
•^iressure. When it is talcen iroiu thia it 
is dry and perfectly shaped; it ne.\t goes 
into tho hands of the variiisher, iiftor 
which it is returned to the workroom 
to be ticketed and lined. 

"Some of the fancy lace straws are 
sowed by hand. These .'^cwers do not 
average nioro than ten dollars per week, 
while tho tickcters and liners receive 
about fotir dollars and a half. ^They 
are tfien packed arid sent to the retailers 
to be trimmed according to the fancy of 
tho fair purch.-isera. In former years v.-c 
did not e.-^ceed moro tliau a half dozen 
different styles ; now they have actually 
reached into tho hundreds." 

A visit to tho homo of a couple of 
tlie.so girls was enjoyed by this writer. 
It proved to ho a largo p.arlor ailist ically 
furnished. In one corner was a piano; 
also a violin, In another part of tho 
room was an easel with an uiiluiished 
portrait upon it — the work of one of tho 
occupants, Botli were musicians, and 
not inferior ones cither. Thcro was a 
bookcaso well filled with standard 
works, while on a table were several 
literary reviews. The writer was re- 
ceived by 0110 of the occupants whose 
gowni was of black sillc and lace with a. 
bunch of roses in hor corsage. "Yes," 
sho .said, "wo are very comfortable and 
happy horo. W(3 do not mind our work 
through tho day, because wo como homo 
with tho means to cultivate oiu' tastes. 
Of course we have been years at it Bat 
in timo wo hope to be able to uso our 
talents. Alice expects to go to Europe 
to finish her mtisio.and my dearest hope 
lies in art. 

"Wo are New Englanders, and como 
hero for tho season only. Alice averages 
from twenty to twenty-seven dollars a 
week, I a little more. L'y taking thia 
room together we have a jjleasant home, 
for which we pay eighteen per week; 
Dtlierwiso wo are quite economical. Of 
course wo liavo not always been so pros- 
perotis; we had to come to it by degrees, 
:uid I often feel soriy for the many that 
como to tho city hearing of what somo 
fu^v accomplish, hoping to do likewise, 
but go down in tho strife."

FATAL llAILWAY ACCIDENT. 

Nine l'or.si)ns Killed and Seventy liadly In- 
jured— Mlsliailinic Train Orders. 

HARHisnuRd, Pa., Juno 25. — The most 
fearful wreck which ever occurred in this 
city took pliico, this morning. Tho first 
seoUon of the Western express, due hero 
soon after niidiiight, which was very late, 
was (lagRcd below iho city. Tho second 
section came thiiiulering along at tlie rate 
of 45 miles per hour and dasheil into Iho 
first seolioii, killing nine ami injuring annio 70. 
Tho cars were piled in confusion over all 
the tracks. The Westinghouso private car 
was attached to tin; first section and was up- 
turned and totullv dcmulishcil. 

At tlie corouer'M intjuesl, this afternoon, 
a number of railroad employees were exam- 
ined, and deolareil tluii the black signal 
light displayed indicated that the second 
section could safely proceed. II. T. Iluycn, 
operator, when placed on llie stiind, 
admitted that he had given the signal to 
the train to proceed without having rc- 
' C9ived notice from .the dock street block 
station beyond that, that the block was 
dear. He said he tried several times to 
communicate with Dock street tower, to 
learn if the first section had passed that 
point, but tliat the wire was "open" and lu 
could not got them, SufBoicnt 
time had elapsed for the v fi"'' 
section to havo 'passed ■« off the 
lilock, and after brief disoussiOD of 
the subject with ii young man who was 
learning the business in tlio office, ho gave 
the Bignal permitting section two to pro- 
ecerl. He coniiiletely broke down (hiring 
the cvaiiiinatiiin, and wept. Tho coroner 
decided to cnnimit Hayes. Upon tliis an- 
nouncement Hriyes began pobbiiig anil ap-

MARVELLOUS EICHNESS. 



Mr. A. L. Belyea Tells of What He 
Has Learnea and Seen iii 
Kooteiiay. 



Silver Mines Tliat Are as Rich as Any 
in the World— ami 
y Bielie?."^ •• > ., 



Mr. A. L. Belyea returned by the City 
of Kingston, last night, from a visit to tho 
Kootenay country and tho famed Slocan 
mining district. Ho gives a plowing ac- 
count of the prospects of that much talked 
of section. 

"In the first place," said ho "there are 
already upwards of 1,000 miners prospecting 
tho country lying between tho Slocan and 
Kootenay lakes. Every day prospectors 
are turning to Kaslo and Eldorado, and re- 
cording claims fully equal in value to tho.w 
located last autumn. Tlio principal dis- 
coveries, so far, are close to Slocan liiko and 
along tho creeks flowinjj into tho Kaslo 
river. Tho wliole country tributary to the 
Kaslo river seer.ia to be a vast dejiosit of 
minerals— lead, ailver, copper, manganese 
and antimony. The eonnliy is liting 
rapidly opened by trails from Kaslo 
City and Kulorado. Tlio former liave 
been constructed by private enterpriae, 
anil are the great highway of traliij 
to and friitii tho mines at tho present time. 
The trail to Hldorud'i lias been construe ed 
by the UovernnienL to a point on Car[)eiiter 
creek about tin ee ipiarti'ra of a niilo from 
the Xublu l''ive group. Tlu) end ot tlio trail 
is upwards of 2, lOU foot belov/ the central 
stake of this mine, which cannot possibly be 
reached for traffic purposes by means of this 
trull. It has therefore been decided to ex- 
tend the trail from the forks of Carpenter 
and Seaton creeks to the Fish and B6ar 
lakes, and there join tho trail from Kaslo, 
which opens up the way to nearly all the 
claims on the divide between the lakes, and 
over which all the ores for the present are 



Nearly all tho claims so far located are 

on levels above the timber limit and directly 
upon the surface, the veins or leads running 
from one foot to tliirleen feet in width, and, 
BO far aa developed, show an even width us 
they go down. 

•' Mining capitalists are flocking into the 
country, and many eluiins have been sold at 
prices running from S'iO.OUO to 5,^)0,00(1. The 
purchasers express tliiniselves as amazed at 
the quaiitiiy and quality of the ores so far 
taken out. It is universally agreed among 
mining experts and cupitalista that the dis- 
trict is the riclicbt in aiiver ores ever dis 
overid in America. Five samples fiom the 
Freil Lee, about ten miles from Iv.isln, i,T a 
direct line, showed an average of 'Si'.i oz. 
aiiver to the Imi, and about CO per cent, 
lead, A ehnice sample taken froiii this 
mine yielded C. 310 nz of silver and 50 per 
cent. lend. Tliis claim was purch.iaed by 
James Wariln' r, of Anaconda, Mont., for 
the sum of §.50,000. Tho ore will be at 
once taken to Kuolo, aud as soon as a car 
load accumulates will bo shipped to the 
Montana smellers. 

"It is admitted on all side?, however, 
that the Bonanza King located last fall, is 
the richest bed of sdver ore ever uncovered. 
Blocks of ore weighing upwards of a ton, 
have been blasted out, and the assay of 
samples shews the mine to be one of the 
richest in the world, 

"The great question of the day," con- 
tinued Mr. Belyea, "is transportation for 
the ores. The natural and most accessible 
route for all the mines ou tho divide and in 
the valley of the Kaslo river and its tribu- 
turics, is by way of Kaslo City and 
Kootenay Lake. One or two tranahip- 
meuta will then place the ore on 
any of tho transconi inental railways south 
of the boundary line or by way ol Nelson 
north to the Canadian I'acitij. A railro.u'. 
from Kuslo City, to Fish and IJear bikes, 
of 21 miles li ngtb, would greatly facilitate 
and cheapen the development/ of the mines 
and the transportation of tho ore. 

" Kaslo city itself i« growing rapidly. Tt 
is tho main base of supplies for the whole 
mining district and has already ah^oi bed 
much ot the trade of Ainsworlh and Xebon 
with that section. Rapid [irogri si is b-iiig 
made with the Ilnidryx smelter at I'llut 
Bay. The foundalion is about cniii]ileieil 
and already 10 or 15 car loads of iihiciiineiy 
are on the wharf ready to be placed in 
position as soon as necessary. The machin- 
ery was nianufuetcd by the Chicago Iron 
«orl-s iind was landed at Pilot Bay in Ironi 
to S days fror.i Chio.igo via tliu Great 
Noriherii iiiid Bonncrs' Feiry, The com- 
pletion of this gre.vt work will be an in- 
valuable factor in tlie develojunent of the 
Kooienny KaUo iiiiiiiiig ilistrict. 

"Little ia so far known of the actual 
slate of the negotiations for tho purchase of 
the Silver King at Toad Mountain; but it is 
generally believed the deal will be mule." 

Mr. mlye* concluded ; " Von may say 
that wherever I have been, in Spokane, 
Portland, Tiiconm and .Scuti le, tho mining 
men I h.ive met, both the jiracticil workers 
and the capitalists, predict a great future 
for the Slocan district. They believe that 
in rii'luiess it has never been surpassed and 
seldom equalled, and llmt railway coinmu- 
nieation and transportation for mining sup- 
jilies and the ores, ij all that ia needed to 
eoinmi iiee an era of gieat mining (li;velop- 
ment in liritisb Columbia. They also be- 
lieve the ores can hu Hiiii.-lted on the Koote- 
nay Lake as ell'ectively and cheaply as at 
any other point in Aiiurica.

Tho recent battle In London between 
Peter Jackson, tho colored pugilist, and 
Frank P. Slavin, for a ^;iO,000 purse and 
the championship 
of Australia, was 
for Boverul reasons 
a sporting event 
of the utmost im- 
portance. As tho 
pugilistic "big 
four" today con- 
sista of John L. 
Sullivan, Jaine.'t 
F. Corbett, Peter 
Jackson and 
Frank Slaviu, one 
of wlioui holds 
'and all of whnni 
desire tho world's 
heavyweight clinmpionship, there was 
great curiosity to seo whether Slavin or 
tho negro would bo eliminated from the 
chumpionsbip quest. Coijtrary to general 
expectation Jackson easily proved n win- 
ner, and his victory was considered a strong 
"tip" on the approaching battle between 
Sullivan and Corbett for tlje champion- 
ship of the world. 

It ia already a matter of history that 
Jackson and Corbett are equally matched, 
for not many months ago tbey fought 
•sixty-one rounds to n draw in San Fran- 
cisco. Of the three chninpiouship nspir- 
auta— Jackson, Slavin and Corbett— Sla- 
vin was tho only one liabl(5 to wrest 
Ch.-impion Sullivan's laurels away in tho 
opininn of many ring prnphi'ts, who based 
tlirii- viow.s on Slavin's e.isy victory over 
Kilraiii, the last iiinii Sullivan wliiiipi-;!. 
mill oil the ..\ust raliaii's 1 wn rouiul defeat 
of hi;,' Jn,. Vr \iililVe. 

The ilrl'i'.'it of t^laviii, CDUsuiiiu'iitly, not 
only inorei'.si'il the sportiuL; pulilii '.s ide.'i 
of .laeksoii as a world heater, but, I'orbett 
was loiiki-d 1111(111 as a far more foriiiiihible 
opimiient for the .^'reut ,Iolin h. to face. An 
interestiii;,' eli.iiu of reasonin,i< is the fol- 
lowing: Sullivan whipped Kilrain in .sev- 
enty-two rounds, Slavin only needed nine 
rounds to perform tho same task, Jackson 
finished Slavin in ten rounds and Jack.son 
and Corbett fouKht a draw. Admirers of 
Corbett follow up this reasoning by tirg- 
iiig that while Sullivan is already rather 
old for a pugilist and must bodeterioratiii!; 
every day, Corbett is just entering liis 
prime, and ist becomiug stronger, heavier, 
luoro experienced and more scientific. Pro 
lessor Mike Donovan declares thatSullivan 
never met BO good a man as Jackson, ami 
if this statement bo true, Corbett, who liiis 
proved himself the negro's i qual, will be 
the most fomiidablo opponent the bi;,' 
fellow has ever faced. 

The Corhett-.Stillivan contest at NewOr- 
k'.'iiis ill the fall will jirohably settle the 
championship iniestioii for soiiie time. Of 
the three !is|)iran!.s, .Slavin's defeat eiiiis 
his cli.-u.ee of nii'etin.n Sullivan; the eliara- 
pioii declares that he will iii'ver fight. lack- 
■son or any other colored iiiiiii, (■oiisequenl- 
ly Corbett is the only man left lor Sullivan 
to dispose of. Many people will wonder, 
however, how StiUivan, if he whips Cor- 
bett, can ignore .so good a man .-is .laeksou 
and claim to he nugilislic kint; without 
giving Jackson a cliaiice to defeat him.

And now iirob- 
iibly for the lirst time will tli.. ti-iilli ho 
told regnrdiug Ihe ingredients used in 
tho most prominent of Bueh articles and 
the danger attending tho use of each. 

First coino the variou.s "blooms, 
balms and lotions," eaeli with its title 
and iiuaginary hi.->f(iry and high sound- 
ing recomniondalions. Tlieso aro di- 
rided into two classes— the bad and the 
verj' bad. Tho firet, an eight ounce bot- 
tle, will contain 23< ounces ro.sowater 
and live of distilled water, and half an 
ounce of light o.\ido of zinc. Thi.s must 
bosliakon and applied to the l':ice, and, 
while not immediately hannful, dries 
and .slu'iv(ds the skin eventually, so that 
one must keep on using it. This costs 
for Lottie, wnippcr, stopper, ribbon and 
bo.'c eight cents, and for rcsewator and 
7,inc abont tho same, so that si.xtccn 
cents is the actual cost of what women 
vrtllingly pay two dollars for. The very 
bad nro inndo in tho same way, only 
with loss ro.':ewat or and witli coinnion 
flake white, which is pure lead. This 
sells for tho .kuuio price, two dollars, 
and costs less. A few drops of auinionia 
will turn tliis bliick. Tho ofroct is that 
it shrivels tho skin soon, and is liable to 
bring tin attack of lead jiiilsy, or partial 
parttlysis of tlio muscles of the face and 
eyelid.s, as well as regular symptoms of 
lead poisoning of the whole body, and 
death. 

Another "balm'' has as foundation a 

white pov,-(icr containing arsenic in bo- 
Inliou, which soon induces dropsical 
swelling and frequently death. This 
costs twelve cents and sells for two dol- 
lam 

The "creams" all without exception 
contain load, zinc or hisinntk as a 
whitener, with lard and olive oil to hold 
it to crcauiliko consistency, and they 
cost aboat ten cents per pot (pretty pots, 
with dainty ribbons) and sell from $1.25 
to 5!l..')0 apiece. Tho lead and zinc aro 
most often used, as bismuth is a little 
dearer. It is also finer and inoro deli- 
cate, but soon turns to a violet or ashon 
color on tho face if exposed to gas or 
smoke. 

Byebrow pencils are made of mutton 
tallow and lamjdih'.ck, cost one-half 
ceiil apiece and sell for fwentj'-five cents 
to one dollar, .■iccording to tho con- 
scieiico of tho dealer. Eyelid darkeners 
have belladonna in them to enlarge tho 
pupils, and the^coat one dollar to buy, 
])crh;i])s one cent to mako. The use of 
tlieso is luinnd to destroy the sight in ;i 

Eougo is made of rannino saucers, the 
common of red ink and iiiiiline red, and 
costs about '1J,< cents in pretty bottles, 
and always brings $1 to%'i if a very high 
sonuding name is added. Indelible 
rouge is made by so:i Icin;,' alkar.et root in 
alcohol. All ounce bo! lie of this would 
cost, all finished, about •! cents. Sells 
for ijl.50. "Rouge does not seem to do 
any con.stitutional injnrj". but does not 
look refined ou anybody. 

Powtler for tho face is made of vari- 
ous things, among tlieiii ini'.gnesiii, [low- 
di-red egg shells, rice flour, flake whit. . 
dry oxide otzinc, fnller's earth, starcli. 
liisinul h ;iiid ;i ini.xfuroof two or three 
of thesu saiiii; things cnniliiiu'd. -Mag- 
nesia and llal-;i.' v.'liil;.' an; the two most 
injurious of llii'so. VoloiUino is ninde of 
rice flour and liisniulli, with a little gly- 
cerine to iiiako it sticky. All powders 
sell well for from 20 cents to $1.00 a 
bo.":. Tlio cost is nominal 

There are several "fneo l)le!iches" on 
the nnirki't, evia-y oin' dangerous. Bomo 
of them aro made of v!io corrosivo subli- 
mate of mercury, some of i^rsemcal com- 
ponnda and ono is made of the samd fluid 
th;it cmbiilmers use to blanch the faces 
(d' the dead. Tlio <-.isi. of liicso is never 
more, ml verlising included, tliaii fifteen 
cents jier bottle, and women willingly 
pay two dollars a buttle. 1 "nave known 
of three cases of salivation and two of 
blood"poiBOnliig and'onoof the bin-ning 
ofF of tho whole skin of the face by tho 
use of llie.so vile couipnuiids, 

in wliatever olher way a u-oniau may 
ho economical, she is not in Llio buying 
of cosmetics. She, never haggles at tho 
price and tho more 'prie^aslw the better 
Hho coiiMidors the'.stiifiE. ^She„ ■will' stint 
lu rsi If on necessities to buy these abom- 
iualions. 

Tho hair dyes all have intra to of .silver 
or nitrate of nickel in them, tind they 
cost to pnidiico less tlian ton confs and 
sell for ^'d.oO to .•;-:;5. The bleaches have 
powerful allciiloids and will destroy the 
vitality of tho linir. and often the use of 
the hloachea .brings on stubborn scalp 
diseases, besides injuring the eyesight. 
Bleaches cost almost nothing ! beyond 
tho bottles tlioy como in and sell from 
ono dollar to five dollars, according to 
tho "stylo" of tho store. 

Nail polislii.'i'.s aro made of a little 
balsam of f oln in a small bottle -with a 
tiny brush. With this the toln is painted 
on the finger nails and loft to dry on. It 
costs fiye fente I and brings $1.60 and 
more. 



One of the greatest humbugs is the 
"skin food," which consists of a little 
liypophosphitea and codliver oil mixed 
'with arsenic. This is rubbed into the 
skin after it has been gteajned' until th6 
pores are . open. The oil <and -arsenic 
:penetrate by being rubbed in, and creatie 
a? dropsical condition, wdiich at first 
-makes the skin look fair and pluinp and 
smooth. The massage which goes ^vitll 
this treatment is often paid for with 
checks of a thousand dollars. Tho uat 
of arsenic in this manner is told of by 
Georg Ebers in his "Egjiititm Princess,' 
and it is now, as it ahvtij-s was, anothei 
form of arsenical poisoning. 

Codliver oil has' been made the basif 
of several creams and balms for the de- 
velopment of form, as it will fatten bj 
absorption, but when twenty-five eonts' 
worth is mixed wtli a little beeswax tc 
give it consistency tiiul cochineal foi 
color, it sells readily for five dollars a 
pot. 

An effectual deodorizer and antiper- 
spirator is made of an ounce of alumri 
pulverized and sold in -a box for one dol- 
lar. This is also good for an "instanta- 
neous wrinkle remover," and will undei 
that ii.-nne bo wortli two dollarsa bottle, 
dissolvetl in pure water. 

Tho depilatories ;ire legion, and then 
are now few women who have reached 
tho age of thirty who haven't an incip- 
ient mnstacho, or at least koiuo co.-irsc 
hairs on chin or (dicek. Ono is made ol 
corrosive .snldiinate of mercury, anothei 
of tho iusinssated-^tiico of tho Indian 
turnip, another of urate of ammonia 
and quicklime, another of corrosive 
potash, and ono is a block of bnrgnndy 
pitch and scaling wax. This last is tu 
1)0 melteil, plastered on the face hot, 
fanned till cool and pulled off, when tlie 
hairs come too. The others are pasted 
ever the skin, and they eat the hairs off, 
and sometimes tho skin too. These cost 
next to nothing and soli from ono to ten 
dollar.s, according to the fotirs of punish- 
ment after death of tho dealer. 

There are vootlipastes, shampoo soaps 
and curlines, and a thousand other 
things aside from the manicure seta and 
lotions, and not one of them costs a 
tenth of whatthoy sell for.

Ottawa, Juno 18.— t had a long talk, 
this morning, with 'Mr-iBaile, on ,B.; 0, , 
affairs and, more piirtioularly, with re- 
gard to the request he has made to the 
Government for the carrying out of cer- 
tain midters in the interest of tho city of 
Victoria. Mr. Earlo tells mo that he 
had an interview, yesterday, with Hon. 
Mr. Chapleau, i\linis:or of Customs, 
about tho proposed now custom houso at 
Victorittj and received assurances from 
him that somethibg would bo done. Mr. 
Earlo states that similar assurances liad 
boon given to Col. Prior and himself for 
three or four years past, and yot they aro 
no nearer accoiiiplialiniont to-day than 
they were when the request was first 
preferred. When the (iovernment does 
anything it will bo in tLe nature of re- 
building tho custom houso on its presont 
site or, in other words, fixing up the 
present building and extending it, if that; 
can consistently bo done. Mr. Chapleau 
states, however, that it will be first 
neces.'iary for him to visit ^''ictoria, and 
this he iimpo.ses to do, in coinpaiiy with 
the Miui.'iler id' I'ublic XN'orks, at tho 
c oso of the preselit session. Mr. E.irle 
says, however, that there ia no need of 
two niinislicrs to make tho trip to Vic- 
toria expressly for tho purpose of ascer- 
taining whether a new public building is 
needed. Mr. 1.5, iwell and other ministers, 
who have visi ed Victoria, fully recog- 
nize what the requiremeiita of the I'ro- 
vincial capital are, and Mr. Kurlo there- 
fore looks upon tho proposed visit simply 
aa another pretest for delay. Mr. Earle 
has como to the conclusion that notbhig 
will be done in regard to the pubhc 
building this year. 

IMMIOUATION MATTEUS IN 1). C. 

The decision of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to close out all the iininigr tioii 
offices, except at the Atlantic seaports, 
will, perhaps, cause more interest than 
usual tu ho centred in the annual report 
of Mr. John Josaop, the Dominion Im- 
migration Agent at Victoria, seeing that 
that report will most likely be his last. 
iMr. Jessup says that agriculture is mak- 
ing great progress in all the settled por- 
tions of Vancouver Island, while a few 
now localities, on tho west coast and else- 
where, are heing opened up. Pro- 
emptors'are working their way up Cowi- 
chan Lake to near the western boundary 
of the railway reserve, westerly in the 
Nanaiiiio district, into the m- untains 
towards the same line, north-westerly in 
Alberni along the valley well on to 
Coiiiox and northerly in the latter dis- 
trict almost to tho northern lino of tho 
reserve. Ail the land located upon in 
this reserve has been purchased at §3.00 
per acre for surface rights only, timber 
Ijeiiig reserved if of any prospective 
v.ilue. The ostablislmient of flouring and 
oatmeal aiills in Victoria has given a fresh 
impetus to mixed farming in the early 
settlements, in order to supply the 
greatly imreased pojnilations of Victoria 
and other cities. iMr. . J essop points out 
that considerable profit is likely to accrue 
to those who go in for fruit raising, and 
says that tlioro are many good open- 
ings for professional gardeners with a 
little capital, wilbiu easy reach of any of 
the cities of British Columbia. The 
labor supply in Victoria, generally speak- 
ing, was equal to tho demand; in some 
lines possibly a little ip excess. The 
year 1801 was a good one in all building 
lines in Victoria, as Hbout 1,000 dwelling 
homes vaiying iu price from §500 to 
§10,000 each liad lieeii erected withiii 
the corporation limits or adjacent. Mr. 
Jessop also states that in iiy substantial 
business blocks were constructed and says 
I hat the value of these, together with 
chureh edidces, dock construction, tram- 
wav exteiisi-jn, dwelling houses, etc., 
total cun.siderably over $2,000,000. He 
|)oiiits out that the [lopulaiiim of .ihe Pro- 
vince is Bte.idily increasing, but for sev- 
eral years tourist, travel h.'is been limited 
by hotel aueinuuiodation. This hin- 
drance is not yet removed, althinigh ac- 
couiinodation is fully one-half nmro thai: 
last year, as several now liotiel buildings 
have been erected during 18!)1. He 
adds, " The great want in this respect 
still remains, namely, a largo tirst-claas 
hotel." Mr. .Ii'ssop refers to the demand 
fi.ir immigration literal iiro in the shape i^f 
hand books, guide b..oks relating lo llie 
Province. A hand-hook in different 
Eurojiean languages ia anxiously hadied 
for, asforoigii letters of inipiiry, especial- 
ly .Scandinavian, are still very numerous, 
and, as usual, devoid of postage stamps. 
Mr. .le.ssnp .Kays that a good m.-my liand- 
bnidis were sent out last year and also 
2,000 copies of the Now Year's Colonist. 
Mr. . I essop evidences by his report that 
he takes great interest in his work and, 
doubtless, your citizens will have learned 
with regret that .his,. office is to be 
abolished. Seeing that the offices at the 
fiiur Atlantic ports, if 1 may so term 
thoiii, of Halifax, St. .Jidiu, Quebec and 
Mi.ntreal, are to be coniinued, iu jiisLieo 
to 11. C, it seems but reasonable that 
one oflicu should be maintained in 13. C. 
and that office should certainly bo the 
one at'Yiotoria. Whether or not the 
Government's decision oh this subject is 
irriivocahle, I do not know, but if there 
he a pro.spect of continuing ono ofhce in 
1!. 0., the i)eo])le of Vict(<ria ought nf>t 
to bo remiss in making stroiiL; representa- 
tions tothedovernment in favor of the re- 
tention of the ollice in their own city. 
I'iilSON um'OKM. 

The deputation which v.'idted upon the 
Minister of Justice, tho other day, on 
tho subject of pri'ioii re.f. o-in, hrongbt 
before him two or three recommenda- 
tions which aria' deserving of the most 
careful consideration. For a long time 
past the ovil, and, in many cases, fatal 
results of associating young men, who 
have been convicted of a first felony or 
a serious misdemeanor, with the most 
depraved and hardened criminals in all 
tho penitontiarieEt in tho Dominion, has 
made itself clearly • apparent. To ob- 
viate tho danger involved in the system 



at present carried out, it was suggested to- 
Sir John Thompson by tho geiitloinen 
who interviewed him, that an industrial 
reformatory for this class of coiivxts 
should bo established; that to this reform- 
atory all young, .between the ages of 17 
arid'SOi' Who' have been convicted for the 
first time of any ' serious misdo'm'esnbr, 
and who, in the opinion of thf^jud^s 
imposing sentence, are proper ca8e8'''Tor 
reforma-oi-y trea'inont, should bo sent. 
It was suggested that such prisoners, 
moreover, should bo committed for an 
indotonninato period. These important 
recommendations have boon endorsed 'by 
church ' conferences, syntids, Christiiftn 
bcfdiea 'connected with alth'bsb' eV'ei^'^lie- 
iiBmihatibn, and it is highly probable tlint 
thoy will hiivo due effect with 'the 
Minister of Justice. 

'kas wiman's uall. 
Tho assurance which ',|Mr. vEras,tus 
Wiman possesses is well known to most 
iiewspajjer readers in Canada, but few 
peotilo liad little concejitioii of the groat 
dovelopinent to which his cheek has at- 
tained until his ofl'er to the 'Toronto 
Board of Trade to re[)resent them as a 
delegate at tho forthcoming Congress of 
Chambers of Oommerco in London, wlis 
made. 'Ras Wlmiin is known as the 
author of a schenio which invidves Can" 
adiaii discrimination against tho rest of 
tho Empire in fav(jr of tho United 
States, and a unif rm IMcKinloy tariff 
around the continent and ag.iiimt Eng- 
land. Ttio Toronto IJoard of Trade 
would have sent Mr. Wiman as thoir 
re[iieseiitativo, had he been jirepared to 
aceejit and advocate the platform Avhich 
they have laid' down and under- >vh^eh 
thoir representatives at, tho London 
Conference aie bound. Mr. "Wiman 
w.is asked to say positively whether or 
not he would advocate the views of the 
'Toronto Board, and, finding that he 
could not be induced to declare himself, 
a iioint blank refusal was given ' him. 
It is to.'.be regretted that the Brantford 
Board of Trade should have been cajoled 
into giving Mr. Wiinau bredeiitiaU ' toV a 
conference in wliioh 'he', may'' 'ci^^Ate 
trouble and misrepresent Canada. 

THE OKFEIl TO IILAKE. 

The news that Mr, lilake had booa 
asked to represent an Irish constituency 
in the Imperial Parliament came as a 
great surprise to his old colleagues in the 
Dmiiiiiion House of Commons. It ia sin- 
gular that tho invitation which was for- 
warded to him is s gncd by members of 
ono party only— that led by Mr. .Tustin 
McCartihy, iind opiiosed by the so callod 
Parnellites. It is sugircstcd that the pro- 
position made to Mr. Blake, is with the 
design that he should become the leader 
of the Home Rule party. Tho principal 
reason f.'r supposing this is that the 
olioice of an outsider, who has not boon 
concerned in the wianglo'i between the 
two factions, would tend to create peace 
and unity. The ofl'er of a safe constit- 
uency is certainly a great honor. Mr, 
Blake, at tho tiino of writing, has not yot 
indicated whether or not ho will accept ; 
ho evidently has not made up his mind. 
Supposing lie does accept there are many 
here who.tbiuk that he: would not' be i a 
success as a Home' Rule Leader. He 
w6uld, doubtless, fail for the very reason 
which caused his failure in Canada. A 
leader must ha''o some definite object in 
view — some particular riiroction in which 
to proceed, and anyone who has followed 
tho course of Parliamentary history in 
Canada! within the last ten years must 
know'thaf Mr. 'Blake's great weakness 
w s that ho himself was never quite sure 
where ho wanted to go. If he accepts 
tho constituency, however, it is certain 
that he would take a position among the 
parliamentary debaters of the Mother 
land which would reflect honor on his na- 
tive country. • - • ■;; 

LEl'ROSY IN B. C. 
It is now fully a year ago since Dr. A. 
C. Saiitli, physician of the 'Tracadio Liisi- 
aret to N. B. visited B. 0. for the jiur- 
pose of iiiquirifag into'thb ciiHe of the five 
lepers who are .now liviiig on 'Paroy Is- 
land. His report to tho Minister of Agri- 
culture, who, as your readers are well 
aware, has charge of (piarantiiie arrango- 
monts in the Doiniuioii, has just been 
iiiado public. Dr. Smith ciiulirms the 
statement which was published at tlie- 
time of his visit that after t'lo most care- 
ful inquiry and investigation there are no 
other lepers in B. C. beyond the five at- 
[ireseiit residing on Darcy Island. Sum- 
iniiig up Dr. Smith says : " Tho five lep- 
ers iu (luar.intine, unless they attempt to 
esc'ijie, will not recpiire the eonaidei'ation 
of the Departmenc for at least 12 
months." A year has expired and the 
matter therefore calls for action upon tho 
Dominion Goverumeiit at the presoiik 
time. 1 havealr<ady'dir^ctod> attention 
to the fact that Hon. Mr. Robson, when 
ho was hero recently, made strong repro- 
sentations to the (ioveriiineut that the 
care of these unfortunates should bo as- 
sumed by the Dominion, as is its bu.uiiden 
duty. Dr. Smith tpiotos the--- following 
extract from an authoritalive source' as 
bearing upon the oase'of •the'Ohinese lep- 
ers in 15. C. ; — " As to whether leprosy 
were known in tho Sandwich Isl aids bo- 
fore iSIH, ia of no importance whatever. 
M. Quoy may or may not have seen it 
t here in 181!). This iimch, however, is 
cert dn ; it was in any way exceedingly 
rare, and tho natives know nothing of it 
before 1848. Kildebrand was'the titsbto 
discern a case in 1853 in the house of a 
Chinaiu'in named Aliia, who lived at 
1 lonululu eight years after Ahi;i's noigh- 
b'lrs and some ot his fiienda had taken 
the disease. In ISdl, there were six lep- 
ers in the immediate neighborhood of 
Ahia's dwelling. From th'it time the 
evil spread with terrible rapidity. The 
persons contaminated Bettled* here and 
there, each creating a new centre of in- 
fection," Dr. Smith by quoting ithis 
authority evidently implies that thedread 
disease has obtained a foothidd amongst 
the Chiiieso from this source. En pas- 
sant, 1 may leiiiaik that there aro now 
twenty-two lepers in the hospital at Tra- 
cadio, N. B. Eleven of them aro males 
and 11 females. One of these is in the 
advanced stage of the'dueDBe ; the others 
aro appareniiy cbtnfortable and oven 
cheerful and are not confined to 'the 
house, but are enabled to eiij y outdoor 
life during fine weather. During the 
past year six now cases were admitted.,, 
By the process of segregation which'^ is 
now g'ji. g on, Dr. Smith says that tho 
disease in New Btunswick is being rapid- 
ly stamped out.

Iq other words, he , was au em- 
pUiyoe of the houao trusted almost as 
niiioli as (1110 of tlio partiiors, but undor 
bonds HO hfuvy that Lhu lioii.su need not 
worry about him if he did not turn Uj) at 
tho hour he wa.s duo. lthi()pened very 
oftoii tliat titled pooplo and those wlio 
had grown rich in trade could not nialio 
it convonient to conio to town to deal 
with the house i)orsonally for rare gems, 
while otliers wuro in want of siJecial do- 
signs for birthday n'ft*<> siiuvenira and tho 
like. Such pooplo statt.'d their desire by 
letter, and tho " ai)i;cialty man" was sent 
to toko their order or make a sale. 

£ !md served tho house four years witli- 
out loss and scarcely without adventuro, 
when 1 was started ofT for Morpeth, a 
town ill I ho nortli of England.' Tlio firm 
had received a lottor from a wealthy and 
wo!l known public man living in tho su- 
burbs of that town to tlie efl'uct that liia 
wife had broken a limb and was not able 
to be about, but wanted several special 
things in jewelry aa soon as they could bo 
made for preaouts to friends. She would 
also look at some gems, particularly a 
diamond necklace, but nothing common 
was wanted. The story wan current that 
this gentlenmn's daugh or waa soon to be 
married, and it was anticipated that 1 
•would roeoivo' a very fair order. The 
Taluo of tho jewels packed up for mo for 
that trip was something like £7,000. 
From my very first trip I had alway.s 
travijled liflor a certain fashion — the fash- 
ion of a comnicicial traveler. Many of 
the fraternity honestly believed that 1 
was a genuine member. In my grip 1 
carried about a dozen siiiall btjttles of 
dyea, and it was supposed that 1 was 
traveling with that lino. The. jewelry 
case was placed in the grip, and 1 loft the 
.iffair knocking about with such apparent 
cjirelessnesa that no one could entertain a 
suspicion of its value. 

There was only one odd thing about 
tho letter from Morpeth, and that was 
not commented on until after my adven- 
ture. It mentioned day and date and 
hour wlien my arrivid would be expected, 
ard I left London to hit the e.xact time. 
Had tliis matter been brought up before- 
hiiiid wo should liavo said that the gentle- 
man was probably going to leave homo 
later in the day. It was in the month of 
•Ootober, and 1 was timed to reach the 
town at 10 o'clock in the forenoon. The 
letter said that a carriage would bo in 
waiting for mo to drive at once to tlio 
manor. The train was on tiino to a min- 
ute, and I got oil' in conipany with two 
traveling salesmen. 1 found the carriage 
after a bit. There were two men on the 
box, and they at first seemed to question 
that I was the right party. Their doubts 
probably arose from the fact that I was 
plaiidy dressed and was in the ecuipmiy 
of tlie salesmen. O.ie of them asked if I 
was tho jewelry man Sir Ijlank was 'ex- 
pecting, and ] rejdied that 1 wanted to 
see tho gentleman whether expected or 
not. They hesitated about driving off, 
but as no one else appeared we finally 
made a start. 

1 toll you honestly that I had no sooner 
entered the carriage than I had ([ueer 
feelings. The outfit was too cotninon to 
be owned and publicly used by such a 
man as Sir B.'ank, and the two men didn't 
appear at all like servants. 1 had never 
been in Morpoth before, and was thero- 
foro ignorant of tlio direction we ought 
to take or the distance to bo traveled. 
After getting away from tlio depot a bit 
we turned to tho west, tho horses going 
at a sharp trot and the men holding con- 
versation in low tones. Wo passed plenty 
of houses and vehicles and pedestrians, 
. and as we left the town behind 1 looked 
ahead fcr sight of Sir Blank's great house

"I'll be shot if 1 does I" replied Jim. 
" Ilo can get right h'out 'ere h'and take 
'isself back on 'is h'own blasted legs— 
blast 'ini 1" 

"Sorry for the niistako, and hero's 
something to drink my health," I said, as 
I tossed liini a coin and descended from 
the vehicle and walked hurredly away. 

Wlion I reached town I went to a hotel. 
Inside of iifteen minutes I had learned 
that Sir Blank lived north of tho town, 
and only a milo away. Likewise that 
there had been no accident U> bis wife. 
Further, that tho g' ntlenian and lii.s wile 
liad been in Scotland for several week:;. 
It did unt take nu; lonL' to (iguro it out to 
my perfect satisfaction. It was a put up 
job to rob the house through me. and it

Then 
the hard lines of bis face would soften, 
the evil look fade out of his eyes and 
" Bully Ben" would appear to be a stran- 
ger to our camp. One day ho got cauijht 
in a cavein on liis claim and was terribly 
injured. When tho fact was reported al- 
iiKiut every man rejoiced ever it. It was 
at iirat expected that he would pull 
through after a bit, but it was soon dis- 
covered that ho was hurt internally and 
that it was only a question of hours when 
tho end would come. 

It w.iS an unwritten law with us that 
when a minor got hurt err fell sick, tho 
one whoso claim was next to him tm tho 
right should attend him. I was next to 
Hen, iiul so it foil to me to nurse him aa 
best 1 could. From tho first ho had no 
complaints to make and no questions to 
isk. It was almost sundown ono after- 
noon, and the mark of death had been 
plainly stamped on his face, when lie 
quietly said to nie : 

' Last night I dreamed of Mary and 
the children. I saw them coming over 
the hill, and they kissed mo before I died. 
Poor Mary— po(jr children !" 

I looked down into his face, and there 
was such a cliango that I could hardly 
credit it. It had grown soft and gentle, 
and tho eyes might have bolonged to a 
woman. There was something to touch 
the heart in his voice as he turned his 
eyes to the open door and continued':

THllODGH THE 'BEIOK .WALL. 



A Ratlier Novel- Acciaent Which Oc- 
. carrcd Yesterday at the, E. & 
N. Depot. 



Ko One Was Hurt, But Several Had 
Their Nerves Severely 
Shaken. 

An accidont, nttcmlod with nirrow cs- 
cupo frosa corioua injury, occurred at the 
depot of tho K. & N. Railway yeatenlay 
afternoon. TUe depot and waiting room 
were filled wiih people who had gathered 
for tho purpose of taking tho afternoon train 
for Longford Plains, where the St. Andrew's 
church picnic was in proRrcaa. 

At l.liO tlio long train was being backed 
into the depot by the fireman, Engineer 
Silvester not being on board at tho time. 
'Xhe rule* of the company require that tho 
kraiabe stopped just outside of the depot 
•in.order to overcome the momentum of a 
■downgrade, whioh occurs from the bridge 
in. This rule was neglected by tho fireman 
■who backed slowly in, waiting for the stop 
.signal of the braUenian, which failed to 
come, owing to his liaving dropped off tho 
train at the siding. 

Tho track within the depot ends in a 
bumper of stout timbers bolted down to tho 
floorirg »l out ten feet from the wall of tho 
ticket oliice. The gathered headway which 
rcaulted from tlio failure to receive the pro- 
per aignal, curried the train beyond her 
proper stop, and tho Idnd trucks brought 
up against llie bumper with a reaoumling 
crash. Sucli was the lieadway on at the 
time that tlio rear car aliifted from its bola- 
tora, and, remembering an old francliiKC 
whioh the company once poa%ed3ed, atarled 
out with tliu iutentinn of crossing Store 
street. The brick depoi; l)uilding proved an 
obstacle uncounted in the original pro- 
gr imme. 

Ticket Agent Brown, who waa in tlie 
oflice, was auddenly very much aatonished 
when the ear, diaregardiiig tlio notice 
"strictly private," entered hia simclum 
through the wall, overturend the niasHive 
safe, and buried the contents of the oliice 
beneath a shower of bricka and mortar. 
That he escaped without injury waa only 
owing to one of those Incky turna which 
occur ocoasinnally in a life tune. The 
otlicQ wu3 a complete wreck, reminding one 
forcibly of an Examiner picture of "after 
tho earthquake." The cnr though badly 
strained, was comparatively little injured, 
and was soon taken out of the way. 

Supt. Hunter at once put a gang of nieu 
to work clearing awuy the del>ria and render- 
ing the building safe. The amount of 
damage done the depot will probably not 
exceed §100, while the car will be eaaily 
patched upi- lu speaking of the accident, 
Sunt. Hunter said that is was one of those 
unlucky episodes which will occasionally 
occur in spite of the most watchful care. 
There was no one on the train at the < time 
except the employes, and, of course, no 
.chance for anyone else to be hurt. 

FORTUNES IN FfiUIT EAISINGr. 

Callfurnla'8 Eastern Uarket— K L Ooodiell 
laUis About a Trip to the West. 

(I'^rom TIio New York Tribune, Juno Ist.) 

Four years ago 1,000,000 pounds of 
California fruit were sold in New York ; 
last year 7,000,000 pounds found pur- 
chasers here, and this year E. L. Good- 
Bcll, the fruit auctioneer, who lias largo 
fruit interests in California, and wlio has 
just roturned from a four iiioiiths' stay on 
tho Pacitio Coast, s ys that the aimmiit of 
fruit sent to New York to be sold will bo 
fully 20,000,000 pou i ds. Tho fruit pro- 
ducers uf Ctthforiiia now have tho beiieiit 
of the fast'St freight transportation in 
tho world, says Mr. Goodsell, as at this 
time it is possible to run through solid 
trains loads of California fruit from Sac- 
rauiunto to New York in seven days. 
The Fruit Traiispiutation Company suc- 
ceeded in ust-ibliahing this fast freight 
sorvico this si)rin<;, and from this time on 
fruits from tho P.iciliu Const will be ship- 
ped to the East in leas time than was 
dreamed of a few years ago. 

Mr. Goodsell collected much valuable 
Information about tho fruit industry dur- 
ing tho months he was in the (iolden 
State, and he has liguro-s that show that 
tho fruit production of California amounts 
to §35,000,000 m re tlian the production 
of gold, §15,000,000 bcnig tho amount of 
the gold output, while tho fruits amount 
to §50,000,000 annually. Here ia what 
Mr. Goodsell says about California and 
tho fruit ii dustry : 

" Land in 1819 that was used only to 
dig gold out of is now growing wheat and 
fruit that each year sells for §100,000,000 
— tho value of each product being equally 
divided. Beside this, Spain, France and 
Turkey formerly supplied America with 
the 110,000,000 pounds of raisins and 
prunes that are annually consumed. 
These fruits are now grown so extensive- 
ly in the (udden Statu, and are so popu- 
lar by reason of their superiority of llavor 
and (juality that tho foreign products are 
nearly drivi-n out of tho market. This is 
illustrated by the fact that whoro Califor- 
nia produced and sliiiipod in 1891 27,000,- 
000 i)ouiula of prunes and 52,000,000 
poiiiid.s of raisins, there were only im- 
ported 9,000,000 pounds of prunes and 
18,000,000 iHiuiids of raisins, as against 
tho (jrevi us year's importation ol (il,- 
•000,000 pounds of prunes and -11,000,000 
pounds of raisins, showing a joint falling 
off of 78,000,000 pounds of both kinds olf 
fruits in one year. 

" It is safe to say in three years tho 
production in California will bo enough 
to supply Ainurica and preclude importa- 
tions altogether. Peaches, peats, pliiiiis, 
cherries, apricots and grapes are also 
grown, of tho finest llavor and appearance. 
F'orraerly it was claimed that somo of 
these varieties were tasteless. The art of 
cultivati m has been brought to such per- 
fection, however, that both these desir- 
able (pialities are now conceded to the 
Pacific Coast products. Tho finest prune 
produced ni the world ia grown on the 
'■ranch of a retired army surgeon. Thi.s 
man utilized his knowledge of organic 
chemistry in the curing of this fruit atid 
• enriching the soil to the song of an in- 
come of §10,000 a year from property 
that he gave DDI) tor twelve years ago. 

" A comprehensive view of the great- 
ness of the ' t ree-fruit' industry can b' 
had from the statenienL that there are 
nearly 14,000,000 trees planted in Call 
foruia, all of the varieties named. When 
those arc all in bearing fully 1,000,000,- 
000 pounds of fruit will liave Lo bo m.ir- 
.kcted. 

" Last year fourteen days was tho aver- 



age time in transit, and tho reducing of 
the time to seven days makes the proba- 
bdiby of fruit landing here in perfect con- 
dition unquestioned. In this event 

§500, OCO can be saved to tho growers 
yearly from what has been realized in tho 
past, it is significant, too, that any fruit 
produced anywhere can bo grown in its 
perfection on the Pacific Coast, and that 
nut one-third of the available fruit land 
is now under cultivation. Therefore, 
when wo rend that in 1891 there were 
shipped out of the State ;352,OnO,000 
pounds of fruit of various kinds, 12,0110,- 
000 gallons of wine and brandy, 1,500,- 
000 boxes of oranges, there ia not only 
material for coiiauinption but also for re- 
flection as to where it will go m tho fu- 
ture. Active minds are taking up tho 
question, and England has been n^ade an 
outlet possible for green fruit already by 
placing refrigerating boxes on board fast 
steamers, an experiment that has been 
recently tried with considerable success. 
Dried fruits are already favorably known 
and disposed of there. 1'ho iiroceas of 
shipping fruit in a green s-tate has necea- 
sarily been reduced to a scii iice in order 
lo got it hero in marketable shape. Pick- 
ed from the tree, it is packed in neat 
boxes, often each fruit wrapped in paper 
and hjadcd into a rofrigorator-car built 
exclusively for tho business. Trains of 
fifteen of these cars are made up at Sac- 
ramento and hurried over the mountains 
iind ])lains to Chicago and thenco to Jer- 
sey City. 

" From the fact that two'ity-fivo years 
ago land that is now worth §1,000 a:i acre 
in all the beat fruit centres could have 
been bought for $25, it must. bo aceopted 
as a fact that fruit culture is profitable. 
This can be believed when 1 say that 27,- 
000 pounds of ijcaches [ler aero have been 
produced from -1-yi^ar-old trees on some 
of the best ranches near Marysville. 
These were sold at Scents a pound at the 
ranch. Beside this, I know of fruit- 
growers who have cleared 815,000, yearly 
from GO-acre fruit farms. 

" The successful cultivation of tho olive 
has attracted the attention of English 
cai)itali3t3 to California, who have recent- 
ly bought out some of the best ranches. 
Nearly !)00 000 g.iUona of idive oil are 
used in the United States yearly. Cali- 
fornia is now only iirodueitig one- tenth of 
this quantity, but will in a few years be 
able to compete for public favor, and un- 
questionably will drive the imported arti- 
cle from the market in a short time. 
There are now 7,000,000 olive trees in 
cultivation and bearing." 

But California cannot grow the finest 
of evorytlnng, Mr. (ioodsell admits. lie 
returned to New York by way of the 
south, and he found a great fruit country 
there, he says. 

" In Miasi3sii)pi and around Crystal 
Springs grow the tinest tomatoes pnj- 
duced in the United States," said he, 
" There ia a treiueiidons acreage coming 
into bearing that will furnish a million 
pounds for shipment this year and double 
that quantity next. The first arrivals can 
be looked for about .June 10th. 

" Florida is a groat fruit Stato also, al- 
though oranges are her chief industry. 
Four million boxes were 8hi|)ped from 
there this last season. Tho total produc- 
tion of oranges in Califo-tiiu , Florida and 
Ari/.ona will in two years be 10,000,000 
of boxea. The ju'eseiit consumption, as 
near as 1 can determine it from statist i s 
at hand, ia G,000,000. There will soon 
be a surplus of production over consump- 
tion, and the firm of Campion, Goodsell 
it Co. of London have determined to put 
into regular service, between ilacksonville 
and London, this fall, a line of steamers 
exclusively for the luirpose of exporting 
Florida (jranges. I'^roin our experience 
in sending over ;iO,000 boxes this season, 
we have learned that English people have 
taken a great fancy to these oranges, so 
that tho experiment is bound to bo a suc- 
cess. AVe contemplate opening up the 
Continental iiiarkels also. Russia can 
easily use 100,000 during the season, 
while Fiance, (iermany, Belgium, Nor- 
way and Sweedan can likewise consume 
several hundred thousand. During the 
last season California oraiigo shippers 
planned to use this foreign outlet, and 
would have done so but for tho crop suf- 
fering from a severe cold snap. 

" All these invasions of \niorican pro- 
ducts into Europe are looked upon in 
alarm by foreign producers who h^ve 
Irbretoforo sufjplied European markets 
without a rival. There are in tho United 
States 2-1,000,000 acres fit, so far as clim- 
ate and soil are concerned, for growing 
tropical fruits and nuts. Not over 1 per 
cent of this acreage is now cultivated. 
What, therefore, are the pos.sibilitiea 
when the i)rodiiction is increased -19 [ler 
cent more ? Tho liitle pta'e of Cluorgia, 
or rather about sixty units of it, located 
between Marshallvillo and Poniinia, is 
quietly coming to tlio front, as growiiiL' 
the most luscious and tinest peaches, 
equal to those pnjduced in hot-houses, in 
the world. Strange as it may seem, tin.' 
fruit in these secliona ripi'iis iie;u'ly a 
month earlier than anywhere' else in the 
Unitiv! Slac-s. 'J'liu i>rodnclioii is yet in 
its iniancy, the ori.dnal propagator, S. 11. 
Humph of MaralialU ille, being quite a 
young man. The variety that is grown 
in its |)erfection, the Elberta, ripens 
early in .funo, and as New York is the 
favorite market and outlet for tho Georgia 
shippers, in about a week wo will have a 
car containing 20,000 jiounds. it is ex- 
pected that this section will ship during 
June and July 11,000,000 pounils of 
peaches. In a few years it can clearly be 
seen that no iudu.stiy in America will 
equal or approach that of fruit culture 
into millions of dollars in value."

Ticktown, N. C, fifty yeiira ngo hiid 
never boon thought of us a sumiiior re- 
sort, yot ovoii tlien it was considered re- 
niiirkiibly liL-.ilthy, imd tho vital statistics 
allowed tiiiit no one had ever died thuru 
except poor people, and death can hardly 
be; regarded as a calamity to people who 
have no means. 

Forty-eight years ago Colonel (now 
General) West, of Cane Creek, this state, 
visited Ticktown while on an eciucstrian 
trip aboard his justly celebrated trick 
mule Mary, and was delighted to notice 
how hungry he was on airriviug there, aud 
also how much more so ho wus when he 
came away. 

He also detected what tlio other citi- 
zcijs had not before noticed, as there were 
no scientists then living ni Ticktown, 
that the place had a mean annual rainfall 
and a view of Pisgah and ihe Rat. These 
facts, together with tho appetite he ac- 
quired while there, led him to consider 
tho feasibility of making Ticktown a 
Mecca for tho invalid. Here, said he, 
wealthy men who have no appetite may 
come and get mighty hungry, if they stay 
long enough. 




NYE LAND.S A CAUP. 

That was onlj' forty-eight years ago, or 
near that. In fnot, last Christmas they 
tell me was foriy-oigbt years ago. Thr 
governor, in speaking of it to me tho 
other day, said that it struck him that 
was ft good while hetween Christmasses, 
but wo will let that pass. 

Tho altitude of Pisgah, which may bo 
seen from the hill just back of Ticktown, 
is B.V57 feefci 

Craggy mountain, which may be seen 
from lln- top of Piai^ah, is 0,000 feet 
high. Fidiii the li^ii <if this mountain 
ono may aoo Mount jMitchell, which is 
0,717 fi/ct high, and from tiie to)) of 
Mount Mi chell one may toe Mr. (Jeorge 
W. VaudurbilL'a mngniuccut jjlaco v.itl'. 
powerful glass ; alsj what his idea was in 
building same. 

Tho best way to visit Ticktown is by 
diligence from Asheville, N. C. You 
will arrive there about noon. Then by 
the lime ynu can gatlier ynur strawberries 
and catcli a cow ynu will be rigiit Innigry . 
No place can funiisli such an i'.ppetite 
with so few facilities for (quenching it us 
Ticktown. 

Tho French Broatl river is only a short 
drivo from Ticktown, and furnishes rare 
sport during the fishing season. All sorts 
of game lisli, such as tho red horse, 
tho hug sucker, the stoiu! loter and the 
jnaltese catfish are abundant in the 
Frencli Ilroad, nnd are caught with a club 
or dynamited when the grand jury is not 
in session. Those fish are all ricii and 
nourishing, especially when put on a cu- 
cumber bed. 

The Cleimaii carp is also to bo fciund 
bore in great abundance, and seven «f the 
mamma carp on a jileasant BUinnier night 
will easily lay eggs enough to stop naviga- 
tion. With them it seems to be a sort of 
gift. 

Tlio sportsman during the carp season 
provides himself with a twig with which 
to scare her oil' the nest and then a sled 
stake with which to take her life. It in 
very exciting. Vou also take iilong a 
small colored boy. I' is hia duly every 
time you land a lish to burn a rag. 

Tho hog suckiir, or stone toter, as it is 
vkbio.oalled'by ornithologists, is so called 
because it has a flat place on the head on 
which to carry stoU' s for the purpose of 
building wing dams for a nest. Somo 
call him tho free and accepted mason, 
., because he lays such a beanlifid wall 
'arountl his nest. The stone loter makc3 

J[Ood, eating, but dues not resist .arrest 
iko.the trout.or tho baes. J liavo caught 
overyihing most, but nothing that re- 
minds mo of tho stone toter. Catching 
him reminds mo more of catching the 
mumpa than anythinu' else. 

Tiio hog sucker is so called because ho 
has been very often fed to tho bog. But 
the native or Sarah liurnh.a!dt hog will 
not eiit tho hug sucker. Only tin; iKU'th- 
crn hog dnr>s it. Ho says : " Oh, how 
lovely f Isn't it nice to look at Mount 
I'isgah and eat luiff .suokers ?. And it 
makes ono feol so all fired ■" well ' and so 
vigorous too. I could live hero forever 
if 1 could just smell the magnolia and eat 
tliH h' g sucker." 

But the native or GoldRmith Maid hog 
'aayB-nothing, but saws wood. Ho fills 
himself up on acorns ajid such things, 
takes a turn or two around a kite ehaped I 



track, sleeps an hour, eats a bushel of 
corn on the oar, goes over to tho depot 
and eats tho packing out of a couplo of 
sleeping cars, trains an hour or two to 
keep his lleali down and then goes tobod^ 
In this way ho becomes a favorite with 
the life insurance companies while tho 
northern hog dies soon of heart failure, 
and early in November you will seo him 
with a chip in- his mouth and another 
holding his cheat open so that ynu can soo 
tho nice hard finish on the inside of his 
thorax. 

There is another lish that ono finds in 
tho French Broad river, called tho Pride 
of I'erdition, 1 think. It has legs on it, 
and when a man catclies ono he throws 
down his pole, gives two blood' cuidliug 
shrieks and hunts for a Keoley institute. 

Tho suporintondont of my farmtuUl mo 
about it. Mo caught ono a few woeka 
ago and didn't feol like working for two 
or three days after that. The mouth wna 
made at a time when it was tiu)Ught tlioro 
Wiis going to be more material than there 
really was, and so the body is slight and 
the legs are badly bowed from trying to 
carry tlie mouth around in search of nioro 
thin'i^'Ei to eat. 

What Ticktown needs is a good luitel. 
At present it is sadly deficient in holols ; 
.also everything ekso. But a good hotel 
is needed lirst. Also a large, powerful, 
urhane man to stop people who uncon- 
sciously i)as3 through tho town and never 
c '.no back. 

lb is quiet. It is unly two miles from 
the main road and only fourteen miles 
from Plum Levi's ^''iew. flood nei.:;liboib 
can always be found by coming to my 
place. .Street cats are contem)ilated also 
iiy a man who has been that way ever 
since he fell out of a hammtick that was 
hung on his piazza in the fall of 1871 by 
a s(jn-iu-law who then lived in Michigan, 
but wh6 hns since moved to Oakland, 
Cal., to open a dental office, according to 
a local pa[)er iniblished in the iuteresLs nf 
tho trade at ?3.50 per year, with the 
understanding that it is to bo paid fur in 
advance or as soon thereafter as may be, 
though this is no way to publish a paper, 
as Isaiah so truly said, for the laborer is 
indeed worthy of hiS hire, and this is 
found to ho the case especially among 
workingnuv, and in tlie langirigu of Dr.

in the midst of bis quaking beard vritb 
this same old, old urievance, which is 
bothering every workingman to-d.ay, dear 
reader, you and 1 and all of us, aiul no 
iiieujlier (jf conurcES can hel|) us out of it. 
No J'ti'pid)lic;in or .Di-moeratie platform 
(jr hoarse campai^'n rcsoiveis can take 
thi;; mighty hurdpn from our aching 
slnmlders. Ouly God's kindly hand, 
when the day is done and tho drowsy 
crickets review tho beautiful torchlight 
pnice.'=siiin of flies, can wii'i gentle t.nu-li 
take off the heavy, galling burden t!i:itliu 
put thiM-e when the ^vnl^i Irlmii, when 
eveiy ni,-iu wa.s told ti> ea'. wilii miu hand 
and v.i)ie his brow with tho other.

And yet Ticktown, ns I was sayinf;, is 
free from malariii. Sewer ■ , is and civili- 
zation are unknown heri! except .-uiiong 
tho better classes, and , -IS tlu^ iiruii.i il ei .1 
have leiiioved all fatal cases (o aiiollier 
c<iunlj' eady tin! <leatli rate i.s luw. Cap- 
ital and a bag of flour are all that we need 
Iiei-e now to niako things lively. lJuck- 
wheat flour would Ijo best. 

Ticktown is tho homo of tho red hug, 
which has' recently become such an indus- 
try hero. If time sliould bo hanging 
heavily on your liands this siniunor, sit 
down on .111 old log .-it the corner of .Sou- 
dan and Coon streets, where the .site for 
tho now opera house is patiently w.iitiiig 
for the capitalist, and after an hour or so 
of gentle thought you will iiiink of aomu- 
thing, and ib'.'will not bei%h&t you canio 
there to think of. It will 'be something 
else. It will jog your nieinory, ami you 
will find wiieii it is t(jo late that memory 
is not where y(jii thought it was at. 

Tho red bug was tho very first white 
child born in Ticktown. IJo could tell 
us some strange tales, 1 wot, if ho would, 
of northern people with whom ho has aa- 



Bociatcd — tho young, tho fair, the aged 
and tho vonorablo — but ho has spared 
none of them. The young, tlie juyoua 
and tho gay, the crumbling wreck of for- 
mer grandeur, ho lias speckled thorn all. 

Ho lives in old logs chab aro a little 
goggyitind stilllia'vo thb'bark''on^ them, 
but ho'doos not live" on the • same. He 
lives on the health seeker from Boston , 
Charleston and Tomokinsville, S. I. Be 
buries all past difForences and every day 
is Decoration Dny with him. I wish you 
could h.avo seen mo yesterday oveniiig, 
but possibly you might not care to. 1 
was as spotted aa a trout, and I folt like 
leaninsr up against a tree aiul ruhb iig the 
bark off the tree by means of myself. 

Tho red bug was made for n purposo, 
but I wish I had a dollar for every time 1 
have wondered what that purp(jse was. 
iStill I suppose that tho fiiiito should not. 
seek to aneak under the great tent to 
learn the purposes of creation or get into 
tho infinite, iis .Sam Jones was so truly 
saying the other day when ho saved quite 
a number of souls aiidturaedaway money 
besides. 

Times arc a lit'lo <iuiot at Ticktown 
this .season, owing to low prices in both 
cotton and cods' he ids and fins. Vankces 
are many of tlieiii going to B.-ir Harbor, 
hoping to .see Mr. iilaine'a place, whiU- 
the gue.sl s from the aoutli have nut yet 
!U rived for the sinniner at any of the 
ni'iuiilain resorts. 

What wo need at Ticktown is really 
capital and a sack of iluur. There is no 
race feeling hero at nil. Though tlie 
town is entirely settled by col -red iieople, 
the white race is cordially invited to come 
and .settle hero. A hotel with a poste 
cochere and printed menu is very ipuch 
needed here ; also a horse team to do odd 
jobs about town. 

A good live paper could be started here 
in connection with the regular bill of fare 
at the hotel. 

IMust any ono arcnind here can tell you 
where Ticktown is. It is a pleasant ride 
from Ebeiiezor to Ticktown jiast Potato 
Hill. It is also pleasant to ride back 
again. Ebotiezor consists of an old 
cliurch with a thrifty graveyard annex. 
It is a (iiiiet i)lace. 

Po.saibly tho reader liaa doubts about 
the existence of Khenczer and Ticktown, 
hut if lie had faith like a mustard plaster 
or would drive out hero for a day liu 
would find that they aro to be seen with 
no great dilhculty, together with somo 
hound dogs who will betray considerable 
plvasuruble emotion when ho heaves in 
sight, 

Last year a man talked of starting an 
- yoke industry at 'I'icktow-n, but ho 
had to gfi homo to Fort Dudge, In., and 
13 doing time now in that state. 

There was some agitation here also 
eight years ago abouc having the county 
seat at this place, but owing to the red 
bugs tho legislature said it would hurt 
the place as a county seat, so it was 
abandoned. 

Corn is looking a little pallid, but root 
crops are doing very well, and with good 
growing weather in July and a cou])lo of 
boarders 1 shall make my farm almost 
self sustaining this year, lam trying .a 
little patch of cotton this year— three- 
quarters of an arce. You have'doubtle.^fi 
heard of the cotton belt. I want to have 
one myself, if possible, raised right hero 
on the place. I haven't woru one since I 
was ii child. 

The Riclimoiid and Danville runs near 
my place, md is a good road. I have 
boon trying to sell it the right of way 
over my farm so that I could tell one of 
my boarders to pack his stuff and go el.se- 
whero, but the road s.-iy.s that a right of 
w-ay over my place wouIlI Iciigllieii the 
line eight miles, and it is feareil also that 
I would drive my feeblest stock on tho 
tracl; Ui get killed. 

A good steady boarder with lung difli- 
culty and a couple of blankets of ids own 
could find a pleasant homo at my house, 
with meat on tho table whenever wo 
butcher. liii.i, IS Vi-:. 

1'. S. — Tho climate here is liko that of 
Turin. I'eople who have them sleep 
untlcr blankets the ycor round. In that 
w ay they get a good deal of rest.

(Special Correspondence.) 

A large number of your readers are doubt- 
loss familiar with the trip by rail from Vic- 
toria to Nanuinio, but as it may be inter- 
eating to some, especially visitors to this 
city, I take the liberty of > aencliog-'- ;ou a 
short description. 

The train leaves tho atalion of the E, & 
N. railway each inoriiiiig .sliurp at 8 o'clock, 
aud consists of comfortublo first claaa car- 
riages, smoker, baggage oar, etc. Tho pas- 
senger cars on this road aro kept scrupu- 
loualy clean and neat and tho employes aro 
civil and obliging. I also observed that 
there was an ab.Ht-uoeof rowilyisiii, incfanily 
and loud talking among tho pahsengei-.i in 
the aniokcr, which is so noticealde in the 
trains on the other side of the line, espec- 
ially along the Sound. 

Cioising the railway Ijridge jiest hcyoiul 
tlie .station a fine view of Vic.oiia harljur is 
oblaiueil, ami it at onee alrikci thoobfciver 
that it w-ou!d not be a bad idea if tlie many 
old hulks lying rotting along the shuro were 
broken up and used for tirewood ot ))Ut out 
of the w-ay in some other maiiiiir. Mu.'jL of 
these old fiulks are utterly nsek-KS, execpl, 
perliaps, fur the old iron iliey contain, and 
iluy niobt, assuredly mar the appearance of 
the harbor and give to the stranger tho 
idea of decay and Isak of prosperity In Vic- 
toria. 

As the train aw-ings round toward Rus- 
Slip's, the outer wharf is seen, and at the 
time we pasoed one of the largo San Ki aa- 
c SCO slcuinors wus lying there unloading, 
At Russell's the -works of the liritish Colum- 
bia I'ottery Co. aro seen, and the rowa of 
eewer pi[)e piled up there linve every ap- 
pearance of being eipial Lo any of the im- 
ported article from Knglnnd or Scotland. 
It Buems to mo ua if a very extensive bnsi- 
DC£8 in sower pipe -would yet be done by the 
pottery comp.iny with the various cities 
and towns aloni; this coast, there being no 
i.>pj made, so far as I have seen, equal to 
that turned out in Victoria. 

After passing RusseU's, the passengers ob- 
tain a glance an Esquimalt harbor, aud u 
beautiful bit of scenery it is j but ' on the 
dny we saw it we had not the pleasure of 
wiwossing the interesting sight of a'numbcr 
of mon-of-wur lying nt anchor, the Worspito 
being the only vessel in tho harbor, A 
much better view of Esquiinalt might be ob- 
tained from the car windows if the. trees 
were cut down here'and'there, and the sug- 
gestion may bo doemod worthy of consider- 
ation by the railway company. 

From Ksquiinalt tho road coninionccs to 
take a winding course through tho moun- 
tains, but befoie the grand scenery of this 
part of the trip is en joyed 1 may mention that 
we passed a nunibor of bi ielt yards and limo 
kilns in active operation aud great ipuiuti- 
ties of cordwood alongaido the track, all of 
which no doubt contribute to swell the 
frtight traflic of the railway and at the 
same time the trade of Victoria. 

From JDtquimalc to Coldstream, whero 
there is a pretty sunnner hotel and excel- 
lent fishing, tl-.e scenery is grand,"iind as 
the train climbs the numerous pas.^es 
through the solid rock, or skirts along pre- 
cipitous mountain sides or glides aero.ss 
great trestles, spanning Canyons and deep 
gulches with mountain streams rushing aud 
foaming over the rooks below, it is one un- 
broken and ontriiuciQg panoramic view of 
beauty and grandeur. 

The locating of the line through those 
mountains shows cvidenco of no mean en- 
gineering skill and the cost of oqnstruotiun 
must hiive been great, but when it is con- 
sidered that the line is likely to bcconio in 
che'tiear futnra the oonhedting liuU wliieh 
will make Victoria the terminus of a gri!.*t 
trans contineiilal railway, the memory of tlie 
man who conceived and o irried through tlio 
undertaking should not be forgotten by Vic. 
toi ians. 

It stems tome that itwonldhe only afjfting 
triliute to the memory of that man, the 
lale Ib'ii Robert Dunsinnir, on the part of 
the citizens of Victoria, to erect a monu- 
ment to his name in that beautiful jjirk, 
Ue.ejDii Hill, of which the (^hieen Citv i.i :,.i 
proud. I trUHt this hngge.iiiou from oio- 
who i.s alnio:it a stranger in \'ii.-toiii wol 
not bo taken uniias. 

'I'liu view from the car window aa -we 
skirt the S.ianieh Arm is very fine, aud 
soon after the train pulls up at^ the edge of 
that be.oitifnl body of water, Shawnigau 
L'lko. Hero is a mast coinfortaWe hotel 
and anumber of Bun.mer cottages, where 
residents of Victoria love to conic dueim; 
the summer month.'S to enjoy the fresh 
eiiuntiy air aud excellent li lating and,fisli- 
ing to lie f-)Uiid on the lake. Numerous 
plcahnre boats are kept for t lie use of visi- 
loKs, and iMie entin-priaing resident indiilge's 
in tiio pleasure of H steam laimeh. While 
wo remained at Shawuigiiu station, our 
conductor, who was evidently a disciple of 
Isiiak Walton, procured a fiahing rod and 
lino, and in a tew minutes had landed his 
trout, which, no doubt, was .afterwards 
enjoyed by one of the guests of the hotel. 
But Nanuimo hud to be. reached, and so our 
sporting oondnotor, as soon as be had cap- 
tured his fish,. sounded "all aboard!" and 
once more wa wore.'nioving northwurd. 

After^passtog SJb'awnjgan I^ke^ tho coun- 
try becomes more level, and, although 
genorally heavily timbered, here and tin re 
patches of clearing and well Icept farms can 
be soon. Tho train now moves rapidly, 
making only elmrt stops at Cobble Hill, 
Mcpherson's and Ivoksilah, the latter jilacc 
having a neat and eiunfm-iuble hotel oloso 
to til'! station. At each of llic.se ])!aci?3 far- 
mers' wagons could ho ;«!en waiting for 
supjilies or loaded with funn [jroihicc, .show- 
ing tliat Vancouver Island is not altogether 
devoted to mining and luiiihering. AtOmi- 
eaii's, \ehieh a|)peara to be u thriving vil- 
lage, with stores and a large sunmntr hotel, 
we pissed llie south boinul train from N.i- 
naiuii). A t tl'.o litation stood tlie I'lnir-horHe 
stage whieh runs between Duncan's and 
(jDwielian Lake, w here sjileiidid fishing is to 
bo obtained. Cowieliun fj;.ke is ono of the 
moiit, liointifnl spots in British Colum- 
bia aud a favorite summer resort 
for tourists and others. I was told 
that the fishing thoro this season is splendid, 
and that eportsincn now at tho lake are 
delighted. The hotel at Duncans ia large, 
with broad verandahs, and has every ap- 
pearance of comfort. Fruit evidently 
abounds in tho vicinity, (is a number of 
baskets of berries, luscious and tempting, wore 



secured by somo of our xmaseugcrs. Leav- 
ing Duncan's, wo soon passed the small 
station of Somenos and 'stopped at tho 
picturesque village of Cheniainus, v/hich, 
with its neat church and tidy cottages, lies 
almost hidden in a wealth of foliage to tho 
right of tho track us you go northward. 
Chemuinus possesses a fine harbor, and 
here aro large lumber mills whcro ocean 
veaaela load for foreign ports. Wo now 
skirt tho sea, passing Oyster aiding, and 
then tho first evidence of tho coal mining, 
industry is seen, as wo pass ono of the 
mines of the Vancouver Coal Co., which 
appeared to be in full operation, judging 
from the trains of loaded coal trucks ready 
for shipment on tho sidings. 

Then tho brakemaii shouts, "N.vnaimo," 
ami tho Diamond City pisses into view. 
Aa wo step upon the platform of the station,, 
our first impression is ono of pleasure at the 
view before us. Beyond is the splendid, 
harbor, with a number of large ocean ves- 
sels lying at anclior, and sloping gradually 
to the water's edge, lies tho eiiy of Nan-- 
aimo. Ll every ilircetiun neat cottages, 
with well-kept flower gardens an 1 shadO' 
trees, can bo seen, interspersed here and 
there with handsome residences, giving 
evidence of the thrift and prosperity of tho 
residents. Oue noticeable feature, which 
Bttraots tho observer at tirst sight, is tho 
nnmbor of churches to be seen, I think I 
c iunted six or seven of these sacred edifices 
from where I stood, and I understand that 
most of the religious denominations are well 
represented in Nanaimo. 

'J'hore are a' number of comfortable look- 
ing hotels, and the ono I selected— 
tho Windsor — I fmind to he ' exoellent- 
in every respect. A largo brick hotel is 
also approaching completion, and when 
opened will add to the comfort of travellers 
visiting the city. The piiueipal business 
street of Nanaimo traversing it from one 
end to tho other, North and South, is lined 
with stores and business houses of every 
description, all apparently doing a thriving 
t ratio. Inile( d, wlien it is eouaidered that 
from $1()U,000 and §'J00,000 in wages is paid 
out nioatlily by the mines in the neighbor-"-, 
hood, and that in addition there aro the 
himljor mills, machine shops, and other 
manufactories contributing to the circula- 
tion of money, it must be admitted that 
Nanaimo atiuida on a solid basis from a busi- 
neaa slaiulpoint. Itia to he remembered 
also that every ton of coal or thousand feet 
of lumber exported n.eans so much in return 
brought in cash from foreign sources. Na- 
nuimo is essentially a pi educing city, and as 
there is nothing to prevent its bi coming in 
tlio near future (hut everything in its favor) 
a large manufacturing centre, the prospect 
of its attaining largo and popu- 
lous proportions is very promising. 
It ia bjautifully situated, with as fine a 
harbor as there is on tho coast, and the 
scenery surrounding it on all sides is 
superb. Ita shipping interests aro, per- 
haps, tho largest, at tho present moment, 
in British Columhia, and its easy access 
from the ocean will always make it a de- 
sirable port. I understand tho excursion 
steamers to Alaska invariably call at Na- 
naimo, either going or coming, and tho ex- 
cursionists aro given the oppormnity of on- 
joying an hour or two on slioie. 

Looking across tho bay or harbor, one of " 
the neighboring coal mines is to be seen at 
work, and to the right of the city another 
mine is in active opei^aliun. The coal bunk- 
ers at tho wharves, for loading .^tbe ships, 
are connected by lines of (railway Nvith the 
mines, and rcpairiue.and mAohlno shops a'dd 
to tho scene of activity goiitg on during tho 
(lay. Nanniiro possesses^lalso, ono of the 
tincst and largest lumber au'd planing mills 
in the provinue, .with sash and door factory 
attached, 

The miners and workmen are evidently a 
thrifty and well-to-do class of men. 
^ilo.st 'if them p()3.5es3 tho land 
and cottages where they live, and 
the a])ptarance of their neat homes 
with their svell-kejit g.inleiu) indicate that 
they arc careful and prosperous men. There 
ia no appearance cf rnwdyism or drunken- 
ness ou the streets of Nanaimo at any time, 
it being eusentially an orderly ami well-con- 
ducted city. On the l2-tlli of May, a na- 
tional liolidij', v.-hen the h' at of lu -n somo- 
tiine.s give way to cmviviality, 1 w-as tcdd 
tliat only one ease of dninkennet.a v.-as he- 
fnrc th.e poliee .•oorl.. a, f.iet whieh speaks 
well for the orderly character of the com- 
munity, A person unac(in:iintcd with Na- 
naimo is perhaps apt to look upon it as 
merely a mining town with all its ujual 
attendants of drinking, giinbliug, ctc.,';hut 
a vi.sit to the Di-iinond C'iiy will speedily 
di.-pi l such an idea if it existed. 

Thcro is a handsome opiu'a house, and 
during my stay the "Jane" company gave 
a p'-rformaucein it to a crowded audience. In 
ailtlition to this regular place of amusement 
there are several public halls, and concerts 
and Bociuls of various kinds aro of frequent 
occurrence. -Indeed, from what I could 
learn, it is evident the people ot 
Nanaimo know how to enjoy them- 
Holves as well as to ,^work' hard. 
Regular steamers ply between' this'-City 'and 
the Mainland to Vincouvor and .Westitiin- 
ster, so that there is a good ilbw of travel to 
and from. In tho harbor I noticed a fleet 
€)f fine yachts, somo of ibem being quite 
largo, a number of pleasure bouts and 
f-cveral steam launches, showing tliat tho 
jH-ople of Nanaimo have an cj'e to pleasure 
in one of it s la .st forms. 

A miinher of fiiS husiness blouka already 
grace the streets and several are in eourso 
of erection. Tho city is lit by gas aud 
electric light and has, 1 understanil, an ex- 
cellent water supply. The next improve- 
ment on the cards ia an electric street rail^ 
way, aud this when luiilt will connect the 
Welliniittiii mines .some six miles distant 
with ihe city. Altogether I was much 
pleased witli Nanaimo, and I am sure all 
visitors will share the fei.ling. There can. 
be only one opinion that the future pro- 
spects of the city are most promising, and 
sliould the Canada Western railway he- 
eoino a reality it wdll share in a inarlicd de- 
gree with other points on the island the 
advantagoa to be derived from ihe ocu- 
strnctiou and operation of that lino.
